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HENRTIETTA MARITA, Queen Mother, 


RETURNED to England about fix months after her ſon's reſtora- 
tion, having been abſent above ſixteen years. Upon the breaking out 
of the Plague in 1665, ſhe finally returned to France; where ſhe died, 
at Colombe Caſtle, (four leagues from Paris) 1669, in the 60th year of 
her age; and was interred in the church of St. Denis. 


Biſhop Burnet relates that © Two years before her death, the Earl of 


Eſſex, being then in France, waited on her, and was ſurpriſed to ſee, 
that a woman, who in the drawing-room was the livelieſt of the age, 
and had'a vivacity of imagination that ſurprized all who came near 
her; yet, after all, her practice in affairs had ſo little, either of judgment 
or conduct, that he did not wonder at the miſcarriage of the late King's 
councils, ſince ſhe had ſuch a ſhare in them.” Sec more under

King CrarLes II. 


After his reſtoration, became more profligate than ever, he was not 


content to have a number of miſtreſſes, ſome of whom were other men's 


wives; but muſt needs inſult his Queen with their preſence, and 
inſiſt that one of them ſhould be about her perſon. His policy was 
as execrable as his way of lite; he fold Dunkirk to the French, con- 
tributed to their greatneſs at ſea, and even deſcended to be their 
Penſioner, inſtead of the Arbitrator of Europe. As to religion, he 
upon all occaſions profeſſed himſelf a zealous proteſtant, although he 
had turned papiſt 1654, and continued ſo, dying in that perſuaſion, 
(not without ſuſpicion of being poiſoned) 1684. 

“He was gay, aftable, and polite; and knew how to win the hearts, 
when he could no longer gain the eſteem, of mankind,” 


CATHARINE, Queen of CHARLEs II, 


Was daughter of Fob» IV. of Portugal, by Lucia, daughter of the 
Duke Medina Sidonia, and born at Villa Vicoſa, 1638. She was mar- 
ried 1662 ; and Lord Clarenden ſays, “ Had beauty and wit enough to 
make herſelf agreeable,” yet, the firſt years of her marriage were ren- 
dered unhappy by rivals; ſhe at length, however, became reconciled to 
it, and entered into the frolics of the Court, (though not its crimi- 
nality) went -about maſked, and came into houſes unknown, and 
danced : © Once, her chairman, not knowing who ſhe was, left her, ſo 
ſhe was alone, and was much diſturbed, and came to Whitehall. in a 
hackney coach, ſome ſay it was ina cart.” Another time her ien. 
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with the Dutcheſs of Buckingham, &c. diſguiſed themſelves like“ coun. 
try laſſes, in red petticoats, waiſtcoats, &c.“ and went to a fair, near Aud- 


| ley End; but over doing their parts, the people flocked about them, 


and the Queen at laſt was known. 
After the death of Charles II. the reſided at Somerſet Houſe till 
1692, when ſhereturned to Portugal, and died at Liſbon, 1705. | 
The Lady Longueville deſcribes her as a © little woman, ſo ſhort 
legged, that when ſhe ſtood upon her feet, you would have thought ſhe 
was on her knees; and yet ſo long waiſted, that when ſhe ſat down, ſhe 
appeared a well ſized woman. * 


James, Duke of Monmouth, 


Natural ſon of Charles II. by Lucy, (called Mrs. Barlow) daughter of 
Richard Walters, Eſq. was born at Rotterdam, 1649. When about two 
years of age, the King (juſt before he went to Scotland) gave Lord 
Craven charge to take him from his mother, which he did, for which 
ſhe went to law with him, and recovered her ſon back; and afterwards 
they coming into England, were committed to the Tower, and not re- 
leaſed till Cromwell ordered it, 1656. After this, it appears he was edu- 
cated at Paris by the name of Crof?, under the particular direction of the 
Queen Mother ; who, when ſhe came to England, (after the reſtora- 
tion) brought him with her, when the King publicly owned him as 
his ſon; and on his marriage with Anne, (ſole heir of the Earl of 
Buccleugh) changed his name to Scot, that of his wife's. He was 
created Duke of Monmouth 1663, made a Knight of the Garter, and 
in 1665 Maſter of the Horſe. He was made Captain General of the 
King's forces, 1668; two years after, one of the Privy Council; in 1673 
a Lieutenant General by the French King ; and next year choſen Chancellor 
of the Univerſity of e Aae | 

His accumulated wealth, honour, and univerſal popularity, could 
not ſatisfy him; he aſpired to the Throne itſelf, and at length his am- 
bition brought him to the block, 1685. He was a man of courage, “un- 
derſtood war well, and was both ſincere and good-natured.” 


GroRGE VILLIERS, Duke of Buckingham, 


Eldeſt ſon of the favourite Buckingham, killed by Felton, was born 
1627, brought up with Charles I. children, and further educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, until he went on his travels; when, on his 
return, though under age (the civil war having commenced) he entercd 
into the King's ſervice, and was at the ſtorming of the Cloſe at Litch- 
field. He afterwards (1648) was one of thoſe Noblemen who made an 
unſucceſsful attempt to reſcue the King; and would have been taken 
priſoner, the houſe he went to afterwards being ſurrounded ; but he and 
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his ſervants fought their way through, when he eſcaped to Prince Charles, 
with whom he continued; chuſing to run his fortune, although he had 
the offer to compound for his immenſe eſtate. He alſo narrowly eſcaped 
being taken at the battle of Worceſter. 

He was made a Knight of the Garter by Charles II. at St. Germains, 
1649, and after the Reſtoration, a Lord of the Bed-Chamber, a Privy- 
Counſellor, and Maſter of the Horſe, &c. but was deprived of them 
1666, being detected in practices againſt Government. The year fol- 
lowing he was pardoned, and again taken into favour; and in 1670, ſent 
Ambaſſador to France, as he was afterwards to Holland, in 1673, having 
been two years before elected Chancellor of Cambridge. Dryden's 
verſes are very characteriſtic of him after the Reſtoration : 


A man ſo various, that he ſeem'd to be

Not one, but all mankind's epitome : 


Nothing went unrewarded—but deſert. 


Stiff in opinions, always in the wrong ; Beggar'd by fools, whom ſtill he found too

His income was near 5$0,000l. a year, which he reduced to 10,0001. 
and that ſo much incumbered at laſt, as only to leave him 2500l. per Ann. 
He retired before his death, to Helmeſley in Yorkſhire, and died at an 
Inn in that neighbourhood (of a cold or excels) after a fox-hunt, 1687. 
« He had no principles of religion, virtue, or friendſhip.” 


Mary, Dutcheſs of Buckingham, 


Was only daughter of Thomas, Lord Fairfax, by Anne, daughter of 
Horace, Lord Vere, the was born 1639. In 1657, the Duke of Buck- 
ingham ventured over (being an out-law) to pay his addreſſes to her, 
when (then one of the handſomeſt men in Europe) it was ſaid, that © he 
came, ſaw, and conquered ;*” they were married. the ſame year at her 
father's ſeat, in Nun Appleton, in Yorkſhire. She lived many years 
happily with him, without rival; and when the Duke took to other women, 


e ſhe patiently bore it, and had complaiſance enough to entertain them, 
and even lodge them in the houſe, all becauſe ſhe loved him.” 


Count Grammont ſays *“ ſhe was a ſhort fat body, like the Queen, 
who never had any children :” Madam Dunois, © that ſhe was brown 
and lean, but had ſhe been the moſt beautiful and becoming of her ſex, 
ſhe being his wife, would have been ſufficient alone to have inſpired him 
with a diſlike,” She is further deſcribed to be“ a little crumpled 


woman, 
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| woman, very fond of finery;“ and further,“ a moſt virtuous and pious ' 8 
lady, in a vicious age and Court, and if the had any vanities, ſhe had 4 
certainly none of the vices of it.” | 


She ſurvived the Duke many years, and died 1705, and was interred 
by him in Weſtminſter Abbey. 
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Jokx MalrTAN D, Duke of Lauderdale, 


Son of John, ſecond: Lord Maitland, (afterwards firſt Earl of Lauder- 
dale, 1624) by Jabel, daughter of the Earl of Dumſirmling; was born 
at Leidington, 1616, and ſucceeded his father, 1645. 

He was for many years a zealous covenanter; and much truſted by 
his party, in the management of affairs, both in church and ſtate : bur, 
in 1647, he turned to the King's intereſt, and, after his death, to that of 
his ſon Charles II. At the battle of Worceſter he was taken priſoner, 
and ſent to the Tower, and afterwards to other priſons, and not releaſed 
till the dawn of the Reſtoration : when, after that event, he became 
Prime Miniſter of Scotland, &c. and for © twenty years diſpoſed of 
all the offices and honors entirely without rival.” | | 

He was made.a Duke, and a Knight of the Garter, in 1672, and two 
years after that, Earl of Guilford, in England, and had a penſion of 
3,0001. but, at length, he was obliged to refivn all his offices, (except- 
ing thoſe for life) and © died under a cloud ſoon after,” 1682. 

« He enſlaved his country by every mode of oppreſſion; he loaded it 
with taxes, ruined its trade, plundered its inhabitants, and perſecuted its 
religion.“ 

He was a man of great learning, but (awkward and ungainly in ſpeech 
and behaviour) was ſervile and imperious, haughty and abject, cunning 
and diſſembling, and © retained his averſion to Charles I. and his party, 
to his death.” 
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HeNRVY CAVENDISH, Duke of Newcaſile, 


Fourth ſon of William, the firſt Duke (called the Loyal), by his firſt 
wife Elizabeth, daughter of William Baſſet, Eſq. was born in 1624. 

At the reſtoration of Charles II. he was made Maſter of the Robes, 
and a Lord of the Bed Chamber; and afterwards one of his Privy 
Council. In 1673 he ſucceeded his father, and in 1677-8 was elected 
a Knight of the Garter. On the Succeſſion of James II. he was con- 
tinued in his place of Lord of the Bedchamber, made Governor of Ber- 
wick, &c. and on that Monarch's abdication, was one of the oppoſers 
of William and Mary's aſſending the Throne, refuſed to take the oaths 
to them, and retired. He died at Welbeck, 1691, | 
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James BuTLER, Duke of Ormond, 


Was ſon of Thomas Butler, Eſq. and grandſon of Sir Walter Bu/ler, 
who, by heirſhip, became Earl of Ormond, 16.... He was born in 
Clerkenwell, 1610, and became heir to his grandfather (his father being 
drowned in coming over from Ireland) 1619, when, the year after, James]. 
placed him for education at Lambeth, under the care of Archbiſhop 
Abbot. When twenty years old he went over to Ireland, where he 
purchaſed a Troop of Horſe. In 16g2 he ſucceeded to the Earldom 
of Ormond, and two years after was choſen one of the Privy Council in 
Ireland, when, a ſhort time after, he was made Commander of the Army 
in that Kingdom, under the Earl of Szrafford ; and, after his death, Lieu- 
tenant General, and Commander in Chief: he then defeated the Rebels, 
at Kilouth, though above double his own number. In 1643 he was 
created a Marquis, and, the year following, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland; 
which proved a great trouble to him, owing to the Pope's Nuncio ftir- 
ing up the people, and, in the end, neceſſitated him to fign a Treaty 
(1647) with the Parliament of England. In 1649 he was elected a 
Knight of the Garter, and afterwards (having refuſed all the conditions 
which Cromwell offered, who would have given him all his vaſt eſtate 


again“) went abroad to Charles II. returning with him at his Reſtora- 


tion ; when he was continued of his Privy Council, made Lord High 
Steward of the Houſhold, and reſtored to the Chancellorſhip of Dublin. 
In 1661 he was created a Duke, was Lord High Steward of England 
at the King's Coronation ; and the year following made Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland again, when he had a preſent of g0,000l. from the 


Parliament of that Kingdom: but was diſplaced, 1669, by the machi- 


nations of the Duke of Buckingham. That ſame year he was elected 
Chancellor of Oxford. —In 1677 he was again made Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland, when he put the Proteſtant Army in the beſt condition poſ- 
ſible, and difarmed all the Papiſts. ſn 1682 he was created Duke of 
Ormond in England. <p 

On the death of Charles II. he cauſed James II. to be proclaimed in 
Ireland, but was ſoon after recalled, on account of his zeal for the Pro- 
teſtant religion ; yet continued in his office of Lord Steward, He died 
1688, and was interred in Weſtminſter Abbey. 

« He was a man every way fitted for the Court ; of a graceful ap- 
pearance, a lively wit, and a chearful remper.---A man of great expence: 
decent even in his vices, for he always kept up the form of religion; 
and ſo far firm to the laws, that he always gave good advices.” 


ArTnuR ANNESLEY, Earl of Angleſey. 


Son of Sir Francis Anneſley, Bart. Viſcount Valentia, by his firſt wife 
Dorothy, a daughter of Sir ohn Phillips; was born in Dublin, 1614, 
B 
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and, when ſixteen years old, went to Oxford to finiſh his education. 
He afterwards ſtudied the law in Lincoln's-Inn, till he went on his 
travels, when, having made the tour of Europe, he returned to England, 
1640. 

In 1643 he ſat as a Member in Parliament, at Oxford, but afterwards 
went over to the Parliament at Weſtminſter, and having took the cove- 
nant, they, in 1645-7, ſent him to Ireland as one of their Commiſſi- 
oners, © where he managed matters dexterouſly, having a perfect judg- 
ment, both in civil and military affairs.” Afterwards he was one of 
thoſe members ſecluded by Cromwell, © when he laid by, during his 
uſurpation, and “ was not truſted, either by the Rump or the Army ;” 
but when the ſecluded members were reſtored, he returned to Parlia- 
ment, and was choſen Preſident of the Council of State; when, having 
leaned towards the Reſtoration, he © had the courage to receive a letter 
from the King,” (ſee the fac-ſimile of it in the laſt vol.) and became 
one of the principals in that event, 

In 1661 he was created Earl of Angleſey; in 1667 was made Trea- 
ſurer of the Navy; and in 1673 Lord Privy Seal: but, in 1682, was 
put out of this latter office, when he retired. He died, at his houſe in 
Drury-Lane, 1686. Wood ſeverely animadverts on his fitting in judg- 
ment on the Regicides; and Biſhop Burne!, for his ſelling himſelf and 
places. 


Henry BENNET, Ear! of Arlington, 


The ſecond ſon of Sir Fobn Bennet, was born 1618, at Arlington (an 
ancient family manor) in Middleſex, and was educated at Oxford, 
where he took the degree of Maſter of Arts, and became celebrated for 
his poetry. He quitted his ſtudies in the time of the civil war, and 
ſignalized himſelf as a volunteer in the royal cauſe. Afterwards the 
change of affairs obliging him to go abroad, he, in 1649, became 
Secretary to the Duke of York, then in France. 

In 1658 he was knighted at Bruges, and ſent in the quality of a 
Miniſter to the Court of Madrid, from whence he was recalled at the 
Reſtoration, and appointed Privy Purſe. In 1662 he was made Se- 
cretary of State, and, the year after, was created Baron Arlington ; and, 
in 1672, made an Earl, and a Knight of the Garter. In 1674, having 
reſigned his poſt of Secretary, he was made Lord Chamberlain, and, on 
the death of Charles II. was continued in that office, by James II. till 
his deceaſe, 1685. | 

He had the art of obſerving Charles the Second's temper, and manag- 
ing it beyond all the men of that time;“ was much given to ridicule 
and raillery, (having an uncommon talent that way) but when he began 
to loſe his own credit, he felt himſelf the weight of it from others. 'The 
Lord Clifford, himſelf, the Duke of Buckingham, Lord Aſtley, (after- 


wards 
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wards Earl Shaftſbury) and the Duke of Lauderdale, formed the noto- 
rious cabal, who adviſed the ſhutting up of the Exchequer, &c. 


WILLIAM, Earl of Craven, 


Was ſon of Sir William Craven, Lord Mayor, 1610, and elder brother 
of Jobn Lord Craven, of Ryton, ſo created 1642. He was born 160, 
and having taken to a military life, diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the German 
and Netherland wars; when he returned thence, 1626, he was knighted 
and created Lord Craven, of Hampſtead Marſhall. Afterwards he 
ſerved under Gu/tavus Adolphus, King of Sweden, and Henry, Prince of 
Orange, for the former, he took by ſtorm the ſtrong fortreſs of Crutze- 
nack in Germany, accounted a very extraordinary action. He continued 
in the ſervice of the Dutch, during the Commonwealth of England; yet, 
being a Royaliſt, his eſtate was confiſcated, till the Reſtoration of 
Charles Il. who made him of his Privy Council, and, in 1664, Earl of 
Craven, in Yorkſhire, 

« His gallant ſpirit never forſook him,“ he, with a few others, under- 
took the care of London, in the time of the plague, and, at the fire of 
London, he was very active in preventing of its further devaſtation. In 
1670 he was conſtituted Colonel of the Coldſtream regiment of foot- 
guards; and in the reign of James II. was alſo one of his Privy Council. 
He died 1697, in the 88th year of his age. 

« He is ſaid to have been fecretly married to the Queen of Bohemia,“ 
Charles the Second's aunt. 


THoMas Os BORN E, Earl of Danby, 


Son of Sir Edward Oſborne, of Yorkſhire, Bart. by his ſecond wife 
Anne, daughter of Thomas Walmſley, Eſq. and the widow of William 
Middleton, Eſq. was born 1631. His father was Vice Preſident of the 
North, under the Earl of Strafford, and when the civil war commenced 
(1641), Lieutenant General of the forces, raiſed for the King in that 

uarter. | 

, In the time of the Commonwealth, he co-operated with his father 
towards the Reſtoration ; and after that event, he, “ miſſing preferment, 
oppoled the Court,“ till at length (1671) he was made Treaſurer of the 
Navy. The year following he was ſworn of the Privy Council, and 
the year after that, conſtituted Lord High Treaſurer of England, and 
created Baron Kiveton, and Viſcount Latimer. In 1674 he was made 
Earl of Danby, and in 1677 a Knight of the Garter, That ſame year 
he contrived (and in the ſpace of two hours effected) the match between. 
the Princeſs Mary and the Prince of Orange, (afterwards Milliam III.) 
which, “ was a maſter- piece indeed; it giving ſatisfaction to the whole 

nation; 
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nation; excepting the Popiſh and French intereſts, His impeachment, 
1679, and his being ſent to the Tower, and not releaſed till 1682, are 
well known. 

In 1687 he joined with other Noblemen in inviting over the Prince 


of Orange; yet, the next year, he e offered to “ ſtand by 


James II. if he would diſmiſs his Papiſts,” which being refuſed, he 
ſecured York on the Prince's landing, and declared for a free Parliament. 
When the government was ſettled under J/7/liam and Mary, he was made 
Prefident of the Council, and Marquis of Carmarthen, (1689) and Duke 
of Leeds 1694. Afterwards he was again impeached in the Houſe of 
Commons, on a ſuppoſition of taking a bribe of 5000 guineas for the 
renewal of the Eaſt India Company's Charter, which ended in a pro- 
rogation of Parliament. In the reign of Anne he was of her Privy Council, 
and deceaſed 1612, in the 81ſt year of his age. 


GeoRGE L1viINGTSON, Earl of Linkthgow, 


Was grandſon of Alexander the Firſt, Earl and ſon of Alexander the 
Second, by Anne his firſt wife, daughter of the Marquis of Huntley. 
He ſucceeded his father in 164. 

Having ſuffered in the Royal cauſe, he was, at the reſtoration of 
Charles II. made of the Privy Council in Scotland, and Captain of the 
Royal Regiment of Foot-Guards. 

In 1671 he was ſent, by the Council of Edinburgh, againſt the Con- 
venticlers, with 1000 foot, and 400 horſe : Biſbop Burnet ſays, © He 
marched till he came within ten miles of them, and then he pretended 
he had intelligence that they were about 8000 ſtrong, ſo he marched 
back ; for he ſaid it was the venturing the whole force the King had, 
upon too great an inequality : he could never prove that he had any ſuch 
intelligence: ſome imputed this to his fear: others thought that being 
engaged with Duke Lauderdale, he did this on purpoſe to give them time to 
encreaſe their numbers ; and thought their madneſs would be the beſt 
juſtification of all the violences that had been committed in Duke Lau- 
derdale's adminiſtration, | 

In 1681 he was removed from his Command, and, in lieu thereof, 
made Juſtice General of Scotland, in which ſtation he continued, till the 
Revolution, which he ſurvived but a ſhort time, dying 1690. 


HENRY Howard, Earl of Norwich, 


Grandſon of Thomas, Earl of Arundel, and ſecond ſon of Henn, 


Earl of Norfolk, &c. by Elizabeth, daughter of E/me, Duke of Lenox; 


was born 1628, 
In 
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In 1664 he went to Conſtantinople, on an invitation from his inti- 
mate correſpondent Count Leſley, who was Ambaſſador there from the 
Emperor, to the Grand Signior; and returned thence the year following. 
In 1668 he was created Doctor of the Civil Law at Oxford, having be- 
ſtowed upon that Univerſity his grandfather's curious collection of an- 
cient Marbles, &c. In 1669 he was created Baron Howard; in 1672 
Earl of Norwich, and made Earl Marſhall of England. In December 
1677 he ſucceeded his brother in the Dukedom of Nortolk ; and died 
in 1683-4. 

Count: Grammont, ſpeaking of his admirable Miſs Hamilton, ſays, 
« has ſhe ever ſo much as vouchſafed to look at Henry Howard, who is 
upon the point of beipg the firſt Duke of England, and who is already 
in actual poſſeſſion of all the eſtates of the houle of Norfolk? I confeſs, 
that he is a clown; but what other lady, in all England, would 
not have diſpenſed with his ſtupidity, and his diſagreeable perſon, 
to be the firſt Dutcheſs of the Kingdom, with twenty-five thouſand 
a year.” | 

Mr. Granger ſays “ he was a man of great good nature, and a patron 
of learning, and a conſiderable benefactor to the Royal Society, who 
aſſembled at his houſe in London, after the fire in 1666.“ 


TroMas BUTLER, Earl of Oſory, 


Son of the Duke of Ormond afore-mentioned, by Elizabeth Preſt on, 
only child of the Earl of Deſmond, was born in Ireland, 1634, and 
« educated both in England and France.” He reſided in London with 
his mother in the time of the Commonwealth, when © Cromwe!!, through 
jealouſy, ſent him to the Tower ;** but ſickneſs, fix months after, occa- 
fioned his releaſe, when he got abroad, returning thence at the 
Reſtoration. | 

In 1662 he was called to the Houſe of Lords in Ireland, alſo made of 
the Privy Council there, and, in 1665, Lieutenant General of the Army 
of that Kingdom ; and three years. after that, Lord Deputy thereof. 
In 1666 he was made of the Engliſh Privy Council, and ſummoned to 
the Houſe of Lords in England. He was alſo Lord of the Bed- 
chamber to the King (after his father's reſignation) having been before 
Lord Chamberlain to the Queen. | 

Having likewiſe taken to the ſea-ſervice, he diſtinguiſhed himſelf in 
ſeveral engagements, particularly in 1672, (when he was made a Knight 
of the Garter) and the year following, when he was appointed Rear 
Admiral of the Red; and in the ſame year (in the abſence of Prince 
Rupert) Commander in Chief of the whole fleet. In 1675 he was 
made one of the Lords of the Admiralty. - In 1677 he obtained leave to 

have

have a campaign with the Prince of Orange, with whom he greatly 
ſignalized himſelf, particularly in the battle of Mons. His challenging 
the Duke of Buckingham, and afterwards his menacing him before the 
King, ſuppoſing him at the bottom of Blood's deſign upon his father, 
together with the vigorous defence of the latter, in anſwer to Lord 
Shaftſbury, are well known. He died, generally lamented, of a fever, 
1680. His father ſaid “ he would not exchange his dead ſon for any 
living one in Chriſtendom.” 

This accompliſhed nobleman's humanity and generofity were equal. 
to his honour and courage. | 


TromMas WRIOTHESLEY, Earl of Southampton. 


This truly loyal and patriotic Nobleman was the only ſurviving ſon 


of Henry, the third Earl (the friend of the favourite Eſſex, and patron 


of Shakſpeare) by Elizabeth, daughter of Sir 7h Vernon, was left a 


minor at the deceaſe of his father, 1624. He received his education 


at Eton and Oxford, and learned © the affairs of War, Trade, and 


Government, in France and the Low Countries.“ 

« He had no relation to, or dependance upon, the Court, or purpoſe 
to have any; but wholly purſued the Public Intereſt. Ir was long be- 
fore he could be prevailed with to be a counſellor, and longer before he 
would be admitted to be of the bed-chamber.” He went with the 
King to York and Nottingham ; when, and afterwards, he was moſt 
ſolicitous with his Majeſty, to yield more to Peace; he was alſo with 
him at Edge-hill, at Oxford, and to his end; being one of the four 
Noblemen who ſo generouſly offered to be a ſacrifice for him. After 
the King's death, he retired, with the little of his fortune that was left 
him; and out of it, contrived frequently to ſend Charles II. money 
while abroad. | 


At the reſtoration he was made a Knight of the Garter, and Lord 


High Treaſurer-of England, when, by his great capacity and applica- 
tion, he reduced the public accounts to regularity and order, from the 
ravage and confuſion they had been in; but the King © was inclined to 
pull down much taſter than he could build up; which made him © weary 
of the buſineſs, and angry that his Majeſty was called home without con- 
ditions.” He retained the principles of liberty, and did not go into 
the violent meaſures of the Court ; he would not condeſcend to make a 
viſit to any of the royal miſtreſſes, and diſdained to ſell places. 

He died of the ſtone, 1667, in great torment, but with the firmneſs 


and ſubmiſſion of a Chriſtian. 


ANTHONY 
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AnTrony AsnLEY CooPER, Earl of Shaftſbury, -. 
Son of Sir John Cooper, Bart. by Anne, daughter and ſole heir of Sir 


Ani bony Aſhley, was born 1621, at Winborne St. Giles, in Dorſetſhire, 


and before he was ten years of age, became entitled (by his father's 
death) to 8oool. a year. He was educated at Oxford, ſtudied the Law in 
Lincoln's Inn, and, by nineteen years old, had acquired an extraordinary 
knowledge of the laws and conſtitution of his country. In 1640 he 
obtained a ſeat in Parliament. | 

When the Civil War commenced, he ſided with the royal party, but 
afterwards ſuſpecting their ſincerity towards him, left them, and went 
over to the Parliament, and in 1644 took the covenant, and was made a 
Colonel of a regiment of horſe that he had raiſed. The two following 


years he was choſen Sheriff for Norfolk and Wiltſhire. In 1651 he. 


was appointed one of the committee for reforming the laws, and two 
years after, made one of Cromwell's Council; but not approving his 
illegal proceedings, became one of his moſt vigorous oppoſers.— 
Afterwards he was choſen one of the healing Parliament, and had a 
conſiderable hand in bringing about the reſtoration. 

In 1660 he was ſworn one of the Privy Council, next year created 
Baron A/bley; ſoon after made Chancellor and under Treaſurer of the 
Exchequer; and afterwards one of the commiſſioners for executin 
the office of High Treaſurer. In 1672 he was created Earl of Shaſteſ- 
bury, and promoted to the office of Lord High Chancellor; filling it 
with great abilities and integrity : yet notwithſtanding, the next year 
he was removed, when he joined the oppoſition; and Biſhop Burnet 
fays, © That now he diſtinguiſhed himſelf more thun ever.“ In 1676 
he and others (for endeavouring to prove that the then Parliament in 
effect was diſſolved for having been prorogued above a year) were ſent 
to the Tower ; but ſoon releaſed, excepting himſelf, as he would make 
no ſubmiſſion: thirteen months after he was releaſed, when he managed 


the oppoſition to the Earl of Danby's adminiſtration with great vigour 


and dexterity. In 1679, the King finding himſelf neceſſitated to change 
all his old Privy Council, he was choſen preſident of the new one, but, 
in ſix months after, was removed. Afterwards he was one of the 
principal in promoting the Duke of York's Excluſion Bill, for which his 
enemies tried all they could to ruin him, and preferred a bill of high 
treaſon againſt him; but it was thrown out by The grand jury, which 


occaſioned great public rejoicings: after this attempt he thought him 


ſelf not ſafe, and retired to Holland, where he died 1683. 
Biſhop Burnet ſays © he had an extravagant vanity in ſetting himſelf 


off; a wonderful faculty in ſpeaking, mixing ſo agreeably the facetious 


and ſerious, and with all, had the art of governing parties, and makin 
| himſelf 
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himſelf their head. As to religion, he was a Deiſt at beſt, had the 
dotage of aſtrology, and fancied that after death our ſouls lived 
in ſtars.” This latter aſſertion of the biſhop's, relative to aſtrology, is 
ſaid to have been only affected by the Earl when in company 
with him, to prevent his endeavours to wind out of him his political 
intentions. | 


WILLIAM WENTwoRTH, Earl of Strafford, 


Only ſurviving ſon of the firſt Earl, (beheaded in the reign of 
Charles I.) by his ſecond wife Arabella, daughter of the Earl of Clare, 
was born 1626. 

In his father's letter to him, the day before he was to ſuffer, he ſays, 
« I truſt the King will reſtore you thoſe honours and that fortune, which a 
diflempered time hath deprived you of, logether with the life of your father,” 
Accordingly he was reſtored, about ſeven months after, the ſame year, 
1641. 

After the Reſtoration of Charles II. his father's attainder was reverſ- 
ed, and he made a Knight of the Garter, and, in 1674, a Privy Coun- 
ſellor. After this, it appears, he lived retired ; dying without iſſue, 
1695, He was twice married, firſt to Henrietta Maria Stanly, daughter 
of the Earl Derby, beheaded 1651. His ſecond, was Henrietta, daugh- 
te rof Frederick Charles Du Roy, Knight of the Elephant, and Genera- 
liſſimo to the King of Denmark. | | 


JohN HA, Earl of Tweeddale, 
Son of John, the ninth Lord Zeſter, and firſt Earl of Tweeddale, 


(1646) by Jane his firſt wife, daughter of the Earl of Dumfirmling : ſuc- 


cceded his father 1654. 

« He had been in Cromwell's Parliament, and had abjured the Royal 
Family, (which lay heavy on him)” however, at the Reſtoration, he, 
being a man of great parts and experience, was made of the Privy Coun- 
cil in Scotland, one of the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, and after- 
wards, a Lord Extraordinary of the Seſſion; and a Privy Counſellor in 
England. He was one of Duke Lauderdale's particular friends; but Lady 
Dy/art, his Dutcheſs, occaſioned ſuch a difference between them, that 
he was © removed from all public truſt :” but, after the Duke's death, 
was again brought into council; and, in the reign of James II. was 
made one of the Lords of the Treaſury, in which office he continued 
till the Revolution ; when he was conſtituted Lord High Chancellor of 
Scotland, and in 1694, created a Marquis. He died 1697. 

He was of a mild and obliging temper, and of exemplary life.” 
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Joun EGERToN, Earl of Bridgwater, 


Grandſon of Lord Chancellor Egerlon, and ſon of John, firſt Earl of 
Bridgwater, by Frances, daughter of Ferdinand, Earl of Derby, was 
born, 1622; and ſucceeded his father, in 1649. 

In 1666, he was ſworn of the Privy Council; and, the year follow- 
ing, „appointed to examine into the application of ſeveral ſums of 
money, granted to his Majeſty, (Charles II.) for maintaining the 
war againſt the Dutch;** and, in 1679, was choſen one of the new Privy 
Council. | 

He was High Steward of the Univerſity of Oxford; and Lord Lieu- 
tenant and Cuſtos Rotulorum of five different counties. 

He married Lady Elizabeth Cavendiſh, daughter of the loyal Duke of 
Newcafile, with whom © he did enjoy (almoſt twenty-two years) all the 
happineſs that a man could receive, in the ſweet ſociety of the beſt of 
wives, who was all his worldly bliſs. She died in 1667, aged 37; he 
did afterwards ſorrow fully wear out twenty-three years.” He died 1686. 

Sir Henry Chauncy ſays, © he was a learned man, and delighted much 


in his library; was exemplary in religion, and had all the accompliſh- 
ments of virtue and goodneſs.” 


SIR ROBERT PASTON, Earl of Yarmouth. 


Son of Sir William Paſton, Knight and Baronet, of Oxnead in Nor- 
folk, by Catherine, daughter of Robert Berlie, Earl of Lindſey, was born 
in 1631, He was prepared for the Univerſity, (Cambridge) by the 
celebrated Dr. Buſby; and after he had finiſhed his education, 
went to France, © to obſerve the manners of that Court;*”” but, per- 
haps, chiefly to ſee Charles II. then an exile there; for whom, both he 
ang wn father diſtreſſed themſelves, to ſupply him with money, while 
abroad.” 

In the firſt Parliament after the Reſtoration, he was choſen a mem- 
ber for Riſing-Chaſe, in Norfolk; and was the mover of the great 
vote of ſupply given to the King, of two millions and a half. 

e once (at an immenſe expenſe) entertained the King, Queen, and 
Duke, with their attendants, at his houſe in Oxnead; when, ſoon after, 
(1673) he was made Viſcount Tarmouth, and Lord Lieutenant of Nor- 
folk. In 1679 he was made an Earl, being ſo devoted to the Court; 
and was threatened with an impeachment, but it came to nothing. 
He died 1682. 

It is remarked, © that he retained his integrity, notwithſtanding the 
profligacy of the age, and was exemplary in religion ;** but, more ne 


ticularly 
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ticularly ſo, after his eſcape from a band of ruffians that had beſet him, 
who fired five balls into his coach, and one into his body, which proved 
not mortal. 


WILLIAM, Viſcount Brouncker, 


Was ſon of Sir William Brouncker, (a great loyaliſt) who was created, 
in 1645, Viſcount Caſtle Lyons, (and died two months after) by ine- 


Frid, daughter of William Leigb, Eſq. 


He was made a Doctor of Phyſic at Oxford, in 1642; (on the ſame 
day that his father was, that of Doctor of the Civil Law) and “ ſolely 


addicted himſelf to the ſtudy of the mathematics; at length becoming 


a very great artiſt in that faculty.“ 

After the eſtabliſhment of the Royal Society, (in December 1661) 
he became their third preſident, and continued ſo © about fifteen 
years.” He was Chancellor to Queen Catharine, keeper of her great 
ſeal, one of the commiſſioners for executing the office of Lord Ad- 
miral, and Maſter of St. Catharine's Hoſpital, near the Tower. He 
died at his his houſe in St. James's-ſtreet, 1684, aged 64. 

Biſhop Burner ſays he was“ a profound mathematician.” 


FREDERICK Lord CORNWALLIS, 


Son of Sir William Cornwallis, (who was one that went with the Earl 
of Eſſex, 1599, into Ireland) by Fane, his ſecond wife, daughter of 
Hercules Mathews, Eſq. was, in his youth, ſucceſſively in the ſervice of 
Henry and Charles, Princes of Wales, and, in 1623, went with the latter 
into Spain. He was created a baronet, 1627, and three years after that 
knighted. Afterwards he was a member in the Long Parliament, and 
was one of thoſe who came under the appellation of Straffordians. 
When the King retired to Oxford, he accompanied him thither ; was 
one of the Members of his Parliament there, and, during the courſe 
of the civil war, diſtinguiſhed himſelf upon ſeveral occaſions ; parti- 
cularly in the fight of Cropredy-Bridge. Afterwards, © he ſuffered the 
loſs of his eſtate, impriſonment, and exile ; was with Charles II. (being 
one of his little court) and returned with him at the Reſtoration : when 
he was made Treaſurer of his Houſehold, and one of his Privy Coun- 
cil. The year following he was created Baron Cornwallis of Eye, in 
"__ ; and, 1n about nine months after, died ſuddenly of an apoplectic 

t, 1661-2. | 

« He was competently ſeen in the modern languages, and of ſo chear- 

ful a ſpirit, that no ſorrow came next his heart; and of ſo 1eſfolved a 


mind, that no fear came into his thoughts ; ſo perfect a maſter of 
courtly and becoming raillery, that he could do more with one word in 


jeſt, than others could do with whole harangues in earneſt.” | 
HeNneace, 
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HENEAGE Lord Fincn. 


This great man was ſon of Sir Heneage Finch, Recorder of London, 
and Speaker of the Houſe of Commons (1625) by Frances, daughter of 
Sir Edmund Bell. He was born in 1621, educated at Weſtminſter 
School and Oxford, and ſtudied the law in the Inner Temple. 

He was one of the leading Members in that Parliament which reſtored 
Charles II. and, on that event, was conſtituted Solicitor General, and 
made a Knight and Baronet. The year after he was choſen a Member 
in the new Parliament, for the Univerſity of Oxtord; in 1670, made 
Attorney General; in 1673, Lord Keeper and Baron Finch; and in 
1675, Lord Chancellor. He was Lord High Steward on the trial of 
the Earl of Pembroke, 1677; as alſo, in 1680, on that of the Earl of 
Stafford; and laſtly, in 1681, created Earl of Nottingham. He died 
the year following very much regretted, being © a perſon of the 
greateſt abiliries, and moſt uncorrupted integrity.” Dryden, under 
Amri, ſings thus of him, 

No Rabbin ſpeaks like him their myſtic ſenſe, 
So juſt, and with ſuch charms of eloquence : 


To whom the double bleſſing does belong, 
With Moſes's inſpiration, and Aaron's tongue. 


CHARLES Lord GERARD, 


Great grandſon of Sir Gi/bert Gerard, Maſter of the Rolls in the 
reign of Elizabeth, was trained up to arms, and ſerved in the Nether- 
lands, 

On the commencement of the civil war, he raiſed a regiment of foot, 
and a troop of horſe, for Charles I. at his own expence, and behaved 
with ſuch valour in ſeveral battles, that he was made Lieutenant General 
of the horſe; and in 1645, Baron Gerard of Brandon in Suffolk. Af- 
terwards he was in exile with Charles II. being one of the Gentlemen 
of his Bed Chamber, yer, at the Reſtoration, he ſeems to have been 
neglected ; perhaps, owing to his groundleſs accuſation of Sir Edward 


Hyde, (afterwards Earl of Clarendon) to Charles II. while in France. 


In 1679, he was created Earl of Macclesfield, and the year following, 
was one of thoſe Lords who preſented the Duke of York, as a 
Popiſh recuſant, at the King's Bench bar, in Weſtminſter Hall (“ but 
by a diſmiſſion of the grand Jury, this matter had no conſequence in 
the forms of court.””) Afterwards he went to Holland; and, in 1688, 
returned with the Prince of Orange; when the year after, he was 


choſen one of the Privy Council to William and Mary. He died 


1693-4- 
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DENZz IL Lord HoLLt1s, 
Second ſon of Jobn, Earl of Clare, was born in 1597, at Haughton, 
in Nottinghamſhire : and while young, was a companion and bed-fellow 


of Prince Charles, afterwards Charles I. 
He was a member in the laſt Parliament of James I: alſo in the third 


Parliament of Charles. l. and in both, was of the oppoſition ; but more 


articularly ſo in the latter, which occaſioned his being ſent to the 
Tower, and not releaſed for above a twelvemonth. In 1640, he was 
choſen a ſecond time a Member of Parliament for Dorcheſter, when he 


became more obnoxious to the Court than ever; being one of thoſe 


Members whom Charles I. accuſed of high treaſon, and perſonally de- 
manded. When the civil war broke out, he was made by Parliament, 
Lieutenant of Briſtol, and charged with the care of the militia there, 
Afterwards he was one of the Commiſſioners for treating with the 
King, againſt whom he was not for carrying matters to extremities ; © ſin. 
cerely wiſhing to heal the breach.” He was a great enemy to Cromwell, 
and adviſed the Earl of Eſſex to diveſt him of his command in the army, 
and preſſed to have him accuſſed in Parliament as an incendiary. In 
1647, when the ſoldiery became maſters, he was himſelf accuſed of 
treaſon, when he retired to France; but returned again the year after, 
on hearing his impeachment was reverſed ; but ſtill finding the army 
inveterate againſt him, he went again beyond ſea. 

He was a promoter of the Reſtoration, (yet was againſt bringing in 
the King without conditions) and, on that event, was made of the 
Privy Cee; and the year following (1661) Baron of Isfield, in 
Suſſex. Afterwards he was ſent Amballador to France, * where he 
kept a noble table, furniſhed with diſhes of meat after the Engliſh 
faſhion, and in contempt of the French mode:“ alſo he refuſed the 
magnificent preſents offered to him by Louis XIV. He died 1679-80. 

He was a man of great courage, © a faithful, but rough friend, and 
a ſevere, but fair enemy. He had a true ſenſe of religion; and was a 
man of an unblamable courſe of life, and of a ſound +. 45 when it 
was not biaſſed by paſſion.“ 


Sir WILLIAM DAVIDSON, 


« Knight and Baronet, one of the Gentlemen of his Majeſty's moſt 
Honourable Privy Council; conſervitor and reſident of his Majeſty's 
moſt ancient kingdom of Scotland, in the ſeventeen provinces ; his 
Majeſty's ſole Commiſſioner for England and Ireland; in the City of 
Amſterdam, &c. /Ert. 48, 1664.” | 

The above account is under the rare print of him, from whence his 
portrait in this work was taken. 1. 
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By a letter of his, Amſterdam, December 26, 1658, to Sir Edward 
Walker, at Bruſſels (from whence his autograph and ſeal is taken) he 
does not appear then to have even been a Knight, for it is only indorſed, 
Mr. David/on's letter; it was to requeſt payment of Sir Edward (whoſe 
portrait and autograph is in the laſt volume) of 1280 guilders, that was 
borrowed upon a diamond ring and hat-band, which was to have been 
redeemed within fix months, but that it was thirty-two months paſt. 


Sir KENELM DIGBY, 


Son of Sir Everard Digby, one of the principal conſpirators in the 
Gunpowder-Plot, by Mary, daughter of William Mulſho, Eſq. was 
born, in 1603, at Gothurſt, in Buckinghamſhire. After his father's 
execution (1606) he was taken from his mother, to be brought up in 
the Proteſtant religion. In 1618, he was ſent to Oxford, where he 
became much admired for his great and univerſal genius. In 1622, 
he went on his travels, and made the tour of France, Spain, and Italy ; 
and, on his return, the year following, was knighted. 

He was a Gentleman of the Bed Chamber to Charles I. a Commiſ— 
ſtoner of the Navy, a Governor of the Trinity-Houſe, and, in 1628, 
Admiral of the fleet going to the Levant. In this latter employ, he 
gained great reputation for his brave conduct at Algiers, where he reſ- 
cued many Engliſh ſlaves, .and by attacking the Venetian fleet in the 
Bay of Scandaroom. In 1636, he (then in France) reconciled himſelf 
to the Church of Rome; and two years after (in England) was em- 
ployed, by the Queen, to obtain contributions for the King, from his 
Roman Catholic ſubjects: the which made him obnoxious to the Par- 
liament, who, on the civil war breaking out, impriſoned him; but did 
releaſe him ſoon after, at the requeſt of Maria de Medicis; when he re- 
tired to France, where he publiſhed ſeveral of his Philoſophical Works. 

In 1653, he returned to England, with a deſign, as is ſuppoſed, of re- 
conciling the Papiſts to Cromwell ; however, it is certain, while he con- 
tinued here, he lived in great favour with him; for, in a letter of his, 
from Paris, the year after, to Secretary Thurloe, he ſays, © My obligations 
to his Highneſs are fo great—I make it my buſineſs every where, to 
have all the world take notice, how highly I eſteem myſelf obliged, and 
how paſlionate I am for his ſervice, honor, and intereſts, even to the 
expoling of my life,“ &c. | 

Soon after the Reſtoration, he returned with the Queen Mother, to 
whom he was Chancellor; and,on the inſtitution of the Royal Society, 
was Choſen one of the Council. | | 

He uſed, as it were, to keep a literary ſociety at his houſe in Covent- 
Garden; where he died of the 1 2 1665. 


Sir 
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Sir WILLIAM DUGDALE. . 


This great and induſtrious antiquary was born at Shuſtoke, in War- 
wickſhire, 1605, and educated in the free- ſchool at Coventry. 
In 1625, he bought the manor of Blythe, in the place he was born; 
and here it was (by the perſuaſion of feveral gentlemen of taſte and 
lcarning) that he began his admirable work, of the deſcription of his 


native county. In 1638, the Earl Marſhall (Arundel made him Pur. 


ſuivant at Arms Extraordinary, and afterwards Rouge-Croix Purſuivant 
in Ordinary. He attended Charles I. at Edge-hill battle, and after- 
wards at Oxford, where he was made Maſter of Arts (1644) and Cheſ- 
ter Herald. On the ſurrender of Oxford to the Parliament, he went to 
London, where he compounded-for his eſtate for 1681. 

At the Reſtoration, he was advanced to the office of Norroy King of 
Arms; in 1676-7, to Garter Principal King of Arms; and the year 


following was knighted. He died, in the 81ſt year of his age, 1685-6. 


He left forty-three volumes of MSS. behind him, chiefly in his own 
hand-writing, which are preſerved at Oxford ; his printed works are 
well known. 


Sir JounN GLYNNE, 
Third ſon of Sir Will. Glynne, by Jane, daughter of John Griffuh, Eſq. 


was born, 1602, at Glynn Llivon, in Carnarvon, educated at Weſt min- 


{ter-{chool and Oxford, and ſtudied the law in Lincoln's-Inn. He be- 
came an eminent Counſellor, a Bencher, Steward of Weſtminſter, Re- 


corder of London, and, in 1640, twice a Member of Parliament for 


Weſtminſter. . In Parliament he was “next to Pym, the moſt active 
manager againſt the Earl of Strafford; and, after the civil war com- 
menced, was rewarded with the place of Clerk of the Petty-Bag (worth 


Io00l. per ann.) when he ſigned the Proteſtation, took the Covenant, 
and became one of the Aſſembly of Divines: but, in 1647, having 


moved in Parliament (in favour of the conſtitution). for the diſbanding 


the army, was impeached of high-treaſon, and ſent to the Tower; but 


ſoon after, ſubmitting to the riſing power, was releaſed, and appointed 


one of the Commiſſioners for treating with the King, in the Iſle of 


Wight; and the year following made a Serjeant at Law. He would 
have no concern in the trial of the King ; yet afterwards became one of 
CromwelPs Council, Chief Juſtice of the Upper Bench (1655) and one 
of his Houſe of Lords. | 
On the eve of the Reſtoration, he publiſhed * Arguments he bal uſed 


to prevail on Cromwell io be King, which he aſſerted to be the beſt, the moſt . 
ancient, and legal form of Government :** and being then in Parliament for 


Carnarvon, 
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Carnarvon, voted for the King's return; and, on that event, was made 
King's Serjeant, and knighted. | 
He died, 1667, and was buried in Weſtminſter-Abbey, with unuſual 


ſolemnity.“ 


Sir EDWARD HARLEY, 


Son of Sir Robert Harley, Knight of the Bath, by his third wife, 
Brilliana, daughter of Edward Viſcount Conway ; was born in 1624, at 
Wigmore in e and educated at Oxford. 

In the laſt Parliament, called by Charles I. he was a Member for 
Hereford ; and when the civil war commenced, he raiſed a regiment for 
the King at his own expence, of which he was made Colonel. He diſ- 
tinguiſhed himſelf in ſeveral battles, and in the firſt received a muſket. 
ball in his body, that he carried with him to his grave. In 1647, he was 
one of the eleven Members in the Houſe of Commons, that were im- 
peached by the army, of high treaſon, and, the year following, became 
one of their priſoners. | 

In 1656, he was again choſen a Member in Parliament for the County 
of Hereford ; but was one of thofe ſecluded by Cromwell. In the Parlia- 
ment that reſtored Charles II. he was choſen again for the ſame place, 
was very inſtrumental in that event, and thereon, was immediately 
made Governor of Dunkirk. At the King's coronation, he was (with- 
out his knowledge) made a Knight of the Bath, and had the offer of 
being made a Viſcount, which he modeſtly declined. 

When Charles II. ingloriouſly fold Dunkirk for 500, oool. he told his 
Majeſty, “ that the guns, ſtores, and ammunition, he left there, were 
worth more money.“ 

He was a much regarded Member in all the Parliaments of Charles II. 
as alſo, in ſeveral, in the reign of Milliam III. He died 1700. 

He was “a man of a public ſpirit, firm to the intereſt of his 
country, and not to be biaſſed, tempted, or deluded, to be aſſiſtant in any 


thing contrary to it.“ 


Sir RoBERT HOWARD 


Was ſixth ſon of Thomas, firſt Earl of Berkſhire, by Elizabeth, daugh- 
ter of William, Earl of Exeter; and is ſaid, by Cibber, to have been 
educated at Oxford ; yet Wood does not mention it. 

He was knighted, 1644, for his valour (in the civil war) at the fight 
of Cropley-Bridge. _ 

At the Reſtoration, he had jointly, with his father, a grant of the 
farm of the revenue of Poſt-Fines; and alſo obtained a ſeat in Par- 
liament. © In 1673, he was one of the moſt active members in the 
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Houſe of Commons, and was for puſhing matters to an impeachment 
againſt the Lord Chancellor Shafteſbury ; but his Lordſhip (having al- 
ways good intelligence) was told the tavern where Sir Robert was to 
meet the reſt of the members of his ſide the queſtion : his Lordſhip 
went there, had Sir Robert called to him privately into the next room; 
when he ſaid, with a gay countenance, to him, that he was ſo much his 
feiend, that he could not help bringing him the good news; which was, 
that the King had | (op him the reverſion of the Auditor of the Ex- 
chequer's place, by his recommendation, and if he could ſerve him in 
any thing elſe, he ſhould always find him ready; Sir Robert, agreeably 
ſurprized, ſaid he did not deſerve that of his Lordfhip, being about to 
impeach him; but that it was not too late to undo all, which ac- 
cordingly he did; and, in 1678, became poſſeſſed of the place, at that 
time worth ſeveral thouſand pounds per annum.“ 

In 1679, he was choſen a 1 in Parliament for Caſtle-Riſing, 
in Norfolk, and in 1688 (on the Revolution) for the fame place again, 
and made one of the Privy Council. In 1692, he was married for the 
fourth time (when he is ſuppoſed to have been nearly ſeventy years 
old) and died the year follow ing. 

He was author of ſeveral plays that are well and ill ſpoken of; 
Cibber * allows him no higher claim to notice, than that of bein 
brother-in-law to Dryden ;** yet Dryden himſelf, in a letter to him 
(1666) ſays, It is not long fince I gave you the trouble of peruſing a 
play for me, and now, inſtead of acknowledgment, I have given you a 
greater, in the correction of a poem,” 


Sir LEOLINE JENKINS, 


Named Leoline after his father, was born in 1625, at Llanblethian, in 
Glamorganſhire, and educated at Oxford. 

In the time of the civil war, he retired to his own country, where, in 
1648, he became tutor to ſeveral Welſh gentlemen of quality; with 
whom, in 1651, he went to Oxford; but, after four years reſidence 
there, they were obliged to leave it, owing to their attachment to the 
church of England ; when he travelled with them beyond ſea. On his 
return (having delivered up his charge) he was, in 1658, ivited to live 
with Sir William Whitmore, in Shropſhire, with whom he continued till 
the Reſtoration ; when he went again to Oxford, where he was made 
Principal of Jeſu College, and a Doctor of Civil Law. 

In the time of the Dutch war, he executed the office of Judge of 
the Admiralty for Dr. Jobn Exton, which he managed with ſo much 
dexterity and prudence, that, at length, he became Judge in his own 
right; and, in 1668, was made Judge of the Prerogative. The year 
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following he was ſent to France, to claim the jewels of Henrietta Maria, 
the Queen-Mother (then lately deceaſed) and on his return thence 
was knighted : afterwards he was ſent Plenipotentiary to Cologn and 
Nimeguen. : b 

In 1679, he was choſen a Member in Parliament for the Univerſity 
of Oxford, and the year following was made Secretary of State ; but 
four years afterwards was neceſſitated to wry owing to the multi- 
plicity of buſineſs, and his dangerous indiſpoſition in conſequence 
thereof: when he retired to his houſe at Hammerſmith, where he died 
the year following (168;) and was buried at Oxford with great ſo- 
lemnity, having been a great benefactor there. Biſhop Burnet ſays, 
he was a man of exemplary life, and conſiderably learned; but was 
dull and flow—was a great aſſertor of the divine right of monarchy, 
and was for carrying the prerogative high,“ &c. 


Sir EpwWARD LAKE, Bart. 


Son of Richard Lake, Eſq. of Erby, in Lincolnſhire, by his firſt wife, 
Anne, daughter and coheir of Edward Wardell, Eſq. of Kealby, in 
Huntingdonſhire, was born 1n 1600. 

In 1624, he was made a Bachelor of Arts, both at Cambridge and at 
Oxford. | 

His great valour and loyalty to Charles I. appears by the following 

rant : 
: Charles R, 

« Whereas, our truſty and well-beloved Edward Lake, Doctor of 
Laws, our Advocate-General for our Kingdom of Ireland, in all cauſes, 
Eccleſiaſtical, Civil, and Military, hath performed to us good and faithful 
ſervice, both in Ireland and England, and thereby ſuffered the loſs of his 
eſtate in both kingdoms, which, when God ſhall enable us, we intend to 
repair, and further reward him: Our will and pleaſure therefore is, 
that we do hereby grant to the ſaid Edward Lake, the nominating and 
making of a Baronet, being confident that he will nominate a man of 
meet and fitting qualities and condition for that dignity. And for his 
further encouragement, and as a ſpecial mark of our gracious accepta- 
tion of his good ſervices, and more particularly at the battle of Edge- 
hill, where he received ſixteen wounds, to the extreme hazard of his 
life, and his left arm being then diſabled by a ſhor, he held his bridle 
in his teeth. | 

We do therefore confer upon him a Baronetſhip, and do hereby 
create him a Baronet, and do give him for a coat of augmentation to 
be born before his own, viz. In a Field, Gules, an armed Right Arm, 
carrying, upon a ſword, a Banner Argent, charged with a Croſs between 
ſixteen Shields of the Firſt, and a Lion of England in the Feſs Point: 
And for a Creſt, a Chevalier in a fighting Poſture, his Scarf red, 
his Left Arm hanging down uſeleſs, and holding his Bridle in his 
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Teeth; his Face, Sword, Armour, ard Horſe, cruentated: The ſaid 
Baronetſhip to the ſaid Edward, and his heirs male of his body, law- 
fully begotten ; and for want of ſuch heirs male, to the heirs male of 
the ſaid Edward: The ſaid coat of augmentation, and the creſt, to 
him, the ſaid Edward, and his heirs, and to all deſcending from him, or 
them, for ever ; all this to be put in form in his ; gar 

« Given at our court at Oxford, the 3oth day of December, the 

19th year of our reign” 

He was alſo Chancellor of the dioceſe of Lincoln. His lady was 
Anne, daughter and coheir of Simon Bibye, Eſq. of Buckden, in Hun- 
tingdonſhire, by whom he had a ſon named Edward, who died in his in- 
fancy. Sir Edward died in 1674, and was interred in Lineoln Cathedral. 


| SIR WILLIAM Mokick. 

Of Welſh extraction, ſon of Fohn Morice, Eſq. Chancellor of the Dio- 
ceſe of Exeter, by Mary, daughter of Zobn Cafile, Eſq. of Devonſhire, 
was born at Exeter, and educated at the grammar ſchool there until he 
went to Oxford, where he became a Bachelor of Arts. 

In 1640, he was put into the Commiſſion of the Peace for Devon- 
ſhire; in 1645, cholen a Member in Parliament for that County ; and, 
in 16;1, made High Sheriff thereof. In 1658, he was a Member in 
Richard Cromwell's Parliament, afterwards one of the healing Parlia- 
ment, and General Monck's confidential friend, in bringing about the Re- 
ſtoration; ( him the General retained as his Elbow Counſellor, and a State 
Blind.“ On that event, he was knighted, and made Secretary of State; 
and in the year following, choſen a Member in Parliament for Plymouth. 
In 1668, he reſigned his Secretarythip, and retired to Werrington, his 
eſtate in Devonthire, where he died, in 1676. 

« He ſpoke the Latin fluently, underſtood Greek, and did the buſineſs 
of his office without reproach.””---** He would never ſuffer any man to 
lay grace in his own houſe beſides himſelf; there, he ſaid, he was both 
prieſt and king.“ 

Sir HENRY VANE. 

Son of Sir Henry Vane, Secretary of State to Charles I. by Frances, 
daughter of Thomas Darcy, Eſq. was born in 1612, and educated at 
Weſtminſter School and Oxford. When he left the Univerſity, he 
went to France, and from thence to Geneva; and, on his return to 
England, a difference ariſing betwixt him and his father, about govern- 
ment and religion, he went to New England, where he was choſen 
Governor. On his return from thence, 1639, he was joined with Sir 
William Ruſſell, in the office of Treaſurer of the Navy; the year follow- 
ing Knighted, and elected a Member in both the Parliaments of that 


year; when he warmly joined the oppolition, owing, not only to his 


natural diſlike of the eſtabliſhed hierarchy, but alſo to the King's 
creating Sir Thomas Weniworth (afterwards Earl of Strafford) Baron 
Raby, 
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Raby, a houſe and eſtate belonging to the Yane family. He promoted 
the proſecutions of the Earl of Strafford and Archbiſhop Laud; and 
went to Scotland, to engage that nation in the Parliament's intereſt. 
On his return he took the covenant, and was made ſole Treaſurer of the 
Navy, worth 30,0001. per annum; but he looking upon that as too much 
for a private perſon, generouſly gave up his patent; deſiring only 20001. 
a year for an agent he had bred up to the buſineſs, and the remainder 
to go to the public. Afterwards he was one of the Commiſſioners to 
treat with the King, both at Uxbridge and the Ifle of Wight ; but 
appears always to have endeavoured to prevent any compromiſe with 
him: however, he alſo appears /o have had no hand in his tryal or death. 

When the Commonwealth was eſtabliſhed, he was one of its moſt 
zealous adherents, and ſtrenuouſly oppoſed Cromwe!!'s uſurpation, for 
which (being inflexible) he ſuffered impriſonment and other perſecu- 
tion. In 1659, he was one of the principal in the diſmiſſal of Richard 


Cromwell, and of the reſtoring the long Parliament, when he became 


one of the Council of State, and afterwards the Preſident : then he 
propoſed to them, a new model for the Commonwealth government: 
but General Monck alarming them by his proceedings, they ordered 
forces to be raiſed, when he was nominated a commander of a regi- 
ment of horſe; but was afterwards queſtioned by the Parliament, tor 
his compliance with the army, and confined to his houſe, 

On the Reſtoration of Charles II. contrary to the declaration of in- 
demnity ; he was impriſoned, and at length brought to the block, 1662. 
At his trial, (“ not being permitted to have counſel,””) he pleaded for 
himſelf, with great courage, eloquence, and ability. After his condem- 
nation, being, by ſome of his friends, requeſted ro make his ſubmiſſion 
to the King, with a view to the ſaving his life; he replied, *« If the 
King did not think himſelf more concerned for his honour and word than be did 


for his life, he was willing they ſhould take 11.” 


He was an enthuſiaſt as to religion; and, © it is hard to ſay, whether 
he were a more fanatic. viſionary, or profound politician.” 
His ſon was made a Peer of, by William III. 


| PETER GUNNING, Biſhop of Ely, 

Was ſon of the Rev. Peter Gunning, by Eleanor Treſt, a Kentiſh wo- 
man, of a good family. He was born at How, in Kent, 1613, and edu- 
cated at Canterbury Free School, until he went to Cambridge; where 
he ſoon became noted for his extraordinary parts, induſtry, and ſtudy. 
After he was Maſter of Arts, he was choſen to the cure of little St. 
Martin's Church, Cambridge; but, in the time of the civil war, for 
refuſing to take the covenant, was ejected, © forced to live in woods, 
and at length was impriſoned. *'O1 his releaſe, he © journey'd to Ox- 

ford,

ford,“ where he was alſo made Maſter of Arts; but, on Parliament 
taking poſſeſſion of that city, was forced to retire; when he became tu- 
tor to Chriſtopher, afterwards Lord Hatton; and after that, chaplain to 
Sir Robert Sbirley. Aſterwards he uſed to read prayers and preach in 
a chaple at Exeter-Houſe in the Strand; and, when occaſion offered, 
publickly diſputed with the principals of the different ſects, in defence 
of the Church of England; which occaſioned his being * often ſent 
for, and reproved by Cromwell.” 

At the Reſtoration, he had ſeveral good livings given him, particu- 
larly the Prebendaryſhip of Canterbury; and at Cambridge he was 
made a Doctor of Divinity, and maſter of Corpus Chriſti College; ſoon 
after that, Margaret Profeſſor; and, when Dr. Tuckney was removed, made 
maſter of St.. John's, and Regis Profeſſor of Divinity : then.he generouſly 
allowed the ejected; Dr. Tuckney, a very conſiderable annuity for life. 
In 1669 he was made Biſhop of Chicheſter; and, in 1674, tranſlated to 
Ely. His preaching was much admired at Court, particularly by the 
ladies, of whom Charles II. faid, that © it was becauſe they did not un- 
derſtand him ;** his ſermons “ abounding with Greek and Hebrew 
quotations.*'--- He died 1684. 

He was admired by great ſcholars, as well abroad as at home, for 
his profound divinity, and much noted for his diffuſive charity.“ 


EDWARD REYNOLDS, Biſhop of Norwich, 

Son of Auſtin Reynolds, one of the cuſtomers of Southampton, where 
he was born, in 1599; and received his education (at the free ſchool) 
until he went to Oxford; where he became a great proficient in the 
Greek language, a Maſter of Arts, a good diſputant and orator. After. 


wards he was made preacher at Lincoln's-Ian, and rector of Braynton 


in Northamptonſhire. 
When the. civil war commenced, he ſided with the Preſbyterians; 
and became one of the Aſſembly of Divines, a Covenantier, and an oc- 
caſional preacher before the Parliament, by whom he was made Dean 
of Chriſt Church, and Vice-Chancellor of Oxford. In 1650 he was 
ejected from his Deanery, for refuſing to take the independent engage- 
ment; when he retired to London, where he became Vicar of St. Lau- 
rence Jury. Nine years after, he was reſtored again to his Deanery, on 
the ſecluded members being reſtored to Parliament; when “he ſtruck 


in with General Monck, to bring in the King;“ became one of his 
Chaplains, Warden of Merton C 


Deanery,) and Bithop of Norwich.---He died (after being a Bithop 
ſixteen years) in 1676; and was buried at Norwich, in a chaple he built 
there, and annexed to the Palace. 

Sir Thomas Browne, who knew him well, ſays, “he was a perſon of 
ſingular affability, meekneſs, and humility, of great learning, a frequent 
preacher, and a conſtant reſident.”---* His writings have a richneſs 
of fancy, as well as ſolidity of judgment. 


ollege, (after the refignation of his 
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SET WarD, Biſhop of Saliſbury, 


The ſecond ſon of John Ward, Attorney, was born 1617, at Bunt- 
ingford in Hertfordſhire; and educated there at the Free School, un- 
til he was ſent to Cambridge; where he became not only very learned, 
but alſo greatly ſkilled in the Mathematics. 

In 1644, he was deprived of his Fellowſhip at Cambridge, for re- 
fuſing to take the Covenant; but five years after took it, on being 
admitted Savilian Profeſſor of Aſtronomy, at Oxford; made Maſter of 
Arts; and in 1654, a Doctor of Divinity. In 1657, he was elected 
Principal of Jeſus College, (but Cromwe// put in another) in 1659, he 
was choſen Preſident of Trinity College; which at the Reſtoration he 
reſigned 9 with his Profeſſorſhip, when ſoon after he had given 
to him the Vicarage of St. Lawrence Jury, in London, made Dean of 
Exeter, and in 1662, Biſhop ; * Lord Clarendon brought him in, as a 
fit man to govern the Church; and he became the moſt conſiderable 
man on the Biſhops' Bench.” In 1667, he was tranſlated to the 
Biſhoprick of Saliſbury, when four years after he got the Chancellor- 
ſhip of the Order of the Garter annexed to it for ever. He was 
offered the rich Biſhoprick of Durham, but declined it, not liking 
the conditions. 

He was many years Preſident of the Royal Society,—a great Bene- 
factor to both his Biſhopricks, beſides founding a College at Saliſbury 
for Miniſters' Widows; and a Sumptuous Hoſpital at his native place, 
&c. He died. 1688-9, misfortunately © out living his ſenſes ſome 


years.” He was © a cloſe reaſoner, and an admirable ſpeaker,— 


Polite, hoſpitable, and generous,” 


RIchARp BAXTER. 


This eminent Non-conformiſt, was born near High-Ercal in Shrop- 
ſhire, 1615. He miſſed the advantage of an academical education, 
yet by his rare dexterity and diligence” he became qualified to re- 
ceive Holy Orders; which he did in 1638, then having no ſcruples 
relative to non- conformity. 

In 1640, he went to reſide as a Preacher at Kidderminſter, and 
when the Civil War commenced; ſided with the Parliament, recom- 
mending the taking of the Proteſtation. Some time after he wentto 
reſide at Coventry, where he preached to the Gariſon; and after 
Naeſly Fight, was Chaplain to Col. Whalley's Regiment; being pre- 
ſent at ſeveral Sieges. Afterwards, he went and reſided again at 
Kidderminſter, where he ſpoke and preached againſt the taking of 
the Covenant; and when Cromwell aſſumed the Supreme Power, was 
not afraid to expreſs his diſſatisfaction thereat. At the eve of the 
Reſtoraction, he was choſen to Preach before the Parliament, and 
after that event, was appointed one of the King's Chaplains and of- 

tered 
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fered the Biſhoprick of Hereford; but the latter he declined accept- 
ing of. Some time after, he was offered what preferment he would 
in Scotland, if he would refide there ; but this he alſo declined, yet 
his opinion was taken on the ſcheme of ſettling the Church there. 

Afterwards he was ſeveral times fined and impriſoned for non- con- 
formity, “but his preſence, and his firmneſs of mind on no occaſion 
forſook him.” It is remarkable, when he was not engaged in his 
Meeting Houſe, he conſtantly attended the Church Service and 
_ Sacrament. | 

In 1685, when he was tried before Judge Jeffries (on a charge of 
reflecting on Biſhops) and he was going to ſpeak in his defence, 
Jeffries Bid to him © Richard, Richard, doſt thou think we will hear 
thee poiſon the whole Court? Richard, thou art an Old Fellow, and 
Old Knave; thou haſt written books enough to load a cart, every 
one as full of Sedition (I might ſay Treaſon) as an egg is full of meat: 
hadſt thou been whipped out of thy writing trade forty years ago, 
it had been happy,” &c. He died 1691. | 


JohN L1iG6yTFooOT, 


The learned Commentator, was born at Stoke upon Trent in Staf- 
fordſhire, 1602; and educated at Chriſt College, Cambridge. In 
1623, he took Orders and ſerved the Cure of Norton-under-Hales, 
in Shropſhire, where he became acquainted with Sir Row/and Cotton, 
who made him his Chaplain and engaged him in the Study of the 
Rabbinical learning. In 1630, Sir Row/and gave him the Rectory of 
Aſhley in Staffordſhire, which afterwards he procured for his younger 
brother, and repaired to London, where he was choſen Miniſter of 
St. Bartholomew's behind the Exchange, and nominated one of the 
Aſſembly of Divines at Weſtminſter; there greatly diſtinguiſhing 
himfelf. In 1643, he had the Maſterſhip of Catherine Hall, Cam- 
bridge, together with the Rectory of Much Munden, in Hertford- 
ſhire, given him by the Parliament. In 1645, finding the Enthuſiaſts 
openly ſet themſelves againſt learning and the regular Clergy, he very 
warmly preſſed to have the Church ſettled, even in the Preſbytarian 
form; and preached publickly againſt allowing liberty of conſcience. - 
In 1652 he took the Degree of Doctor of Divinity, and in 1655, 
was Choſen Vice Chancellor of the Univerſity. | | 

At the Reſtoration he was continued in his Maſterſhip and Recto- 
ry, through the intereſt of Archbiſhop Sheldon; and afterwards by 
favour of the Lord Keeper Bridgman, collated to a Prebend in the 
Church of Ely. He died 1675. | 

* His works, which rendered his Name famous throughout Eu- 


rope, are in three volumes folio, beſides his remains. His greateſt 
excellence was Criticiſm,” 


Ot 
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JohN OWEN, 


Of Welſh extraction, was born 1616, at Hadham, in Oxfordſhire; 
where his father was Vicar, and educated at Oxford, there allowing 
himſelf while purſuing his ſtudies, only four hours ſleep of a night. 
In 1635, he became Maſter of Arts, but ſoon after was obliged to 
leave the Univerſity, for refuſing to obey Archbiſhop Laud's new 
ſtatutes; when he took Prieſts' Orders, and became Chaplain to Sir 
Robert Dormer, and afterwards to Lord Lovelace, When the Civil 
War commenced, he publiſhed his Diſplay of Armmianiſm”'; which 
met with ſuch an acceptation, as made way for his advancement. 


Ile firſt had the Living of Fordham in Eſſex, and next that of Cog- 


geſhall in the ſame County ; here he formed a Church of indepen- 
dents, forſaking the Preſbyterian way. Afterwards he preached fe- 
veral times we the Parliament, which bringing him acquainted 
with Cromwell; he became one of his Intimates. In 1650-1, Parliament 
gave him the Deanery of Chriſt Church, Oxford ; the next year by 
means of Cromwell, he became Vice Chancellor of that Univerſity; 
and the year following he took the Degree of Doctor of Divinity. 

After the Death of Oliver he loſt his Vice Chancellorſhip, and at 
the dawn of the Reſtoration, his Deanery ; but on that event, Lord 
Clarendon offered him preferment in the Church if he would con- 
form; but this he refuſed, and perſiſting in holding Conventicles, he 
was much harraſed. At length he was more favoured, being great- 
ly reſpected by people of rank, and even by the King and the Duke 
of York; the King once telling him how much he was for liberty of 
conſcience, and how ſenſible he was of the wrong he had done the 
Diſſenters; and gave him a 1000 Guineas to diſtribute amongſt thoſe 
who had ſuffered moſt. He died 1683. | 

He was a man of more learning, and politeneſs, than any of the 
Independents; and was perhaps exceeded by none of that party in 
probity and piety. He was well acquainted with men and things, 
and would give a ſhrewd gueſs at a man's temper and deſigns upon 


the firſt acquaintance.” 


Titus OATES, 


Was ſon of an Anabaptiſt preacher, who after the Reſtoration con- 
formed to the Church; and obtained the Living of Haſtings in Suſſex. 
Tilus was educated at Merchant Taylors' ſchool, and at Cambridge; 
and when he left the Univerſity, having taken Orders, he officiated 
as Curate to his father, until 1672; when he obtained a ſmall Vi- 
carage in Kent, which he afterwards left for another in Suſſex; but 
when he commenced Doctor of Divinity, does not appear. 

He was for ſome time in the Duke of Norfolk's family, when 
he particularly ſided with the Socinians in London;“ and in 1678, 

became 


628) 
became the diſcoverer of the Popiſh Plot, having a penſion aſſigned 
of 12091. a. year, beſides being lodged at Whitehall; but fix years 
after, was fined 100,000]. for'Scandalum Magnatum' againſt the Duke 
of Vork; whom the year following becoming King, had him tried 
and convicted for Perjury; when he was twice ſeverely whipped, and 
ſeveral times pillored. 

In 1690, he was pardoned by King William, and allowed a pen- 
ſion of 4ool. per Annum; © which he and his wife enjoyed as long as 
they lived.” He died 1705. 

« He was ſucceſſively an Anabaptiſt, a Conformiſt, and a Papiſt; 
and then became a Conformiſt again, was a man of ſome cunning, 
more effrontry, and moſt conſuuimate falſhood, his impudence ſup- 
ported itſelf under the ſtrongeſt convittion, and he ſuffered for his 
crimes, with all the conſtancy of a Martyr.” | 


JohN AUBREY, 


Born at Eaſton-Piers, in Wiltſhire, 1625 or 6 ; was educated at Ox- 
ford, and in 1646, admitted a Student of the Middle Temple. On 
the death of his father, 1652, he bacame poſſeſſed of an eſtate of yoo]. 
per Annum; which afterwards by law-ſuits and expenhve living, he 
was obliged to ſell, and hecome dependant on his friends. | 

He delighted in the ſtudy of Antiquities, and natural Hiſtory, and 
was © the firſt that brought us acquainted with the earlieſt monu- 
ments on the face of the Country, the remains of Druidiſm, and of 
Roman, Saxon and Danith fortifications.” He aſſiſted Anthony Mood, 
with great part of the materials for his works,. and compoſed ſeveral 
curious treatiſes himſelf, moſt of which remain un-printed. | 

In 1662, he became a Fellow of the Royal Society, being intimate 
with moſt of the virtuoſi of that period. He died 1700. 


* He was a good latin Poet, and an excellent naturaliſt, but ſome- 
what credulous and ſuperſtitious.” 


SAMUEL BUTLER, 
The celebrated author of Hudibras, was ſon of a reputable Farmer, 


and born 1612, at Strenſham in Worceſterſhire. He received his 


education at Worceſter free ſchool, and at Cambridge; but was 
never matriculated in that Univerfity. Afterwards he returned to his 
native country, and became Clerk to a Juſtice of the Peace; living 
there for ſome years, and at his leiſure hours, ſtudying hiſtory, poetry, 
muſic, and paintings; the two latter more particularly fo, when he 


came into the ſervice of the Counteſs of Kent; where he became 


acquainted with the great Se/don, who often employed him in writin 
his letters beyond Sea, and to tranſlate for him. He afterwards lived 
with Sir Samuel Luke, a famous Commander under Cromwwe!!; who is 


ſuppoſed to be the Hudibras of this poem. | 
After 
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After the Reſtoration, Lord Carbury made him his Secretay, and 
Steward of Ludlow Caſtle; and the Earl of Dorſet and Middleſex, pa- 
tronized him. He was a loyaliſt, and in 1663, he began to publiſh his 
Hudibras, which gained him great reputation ; but no preferment, al- 
though the King was ſo delighted with the work, that he carried it al- 
ways in his pocket; and continually was quoting. of it in his conver- 
ſation. Butler in his poem of Hudibras at Court, ſays, | | 


« Now you muſt know, Sir HupiBRas J Now after all was it not hard, 
With ſuch-perfeRtions gifted was, That he ſhould meet with no reward, 
And ſo peculiar in his manner That fitted out this Knight and 'Squire 
'That all that ſaw him did him honour ; This Monarch did ſo much admire ? 
Among the reſt, this Prince was one, That he ſhould never reimburſe 

mir'd his converſation. 'The man for th' equipage, or horſe, 

his Prince, whoſe ready wit and-parts . Is ſure a ſtrange ungrateſul thing 
Conquer'd both men and women's hearts; In any body, but a King. 
Was ſo o'er come by Knight and Ralph, But this good King it ſeems was told, 
That he could never claw it off. | By ſome that were with him too bold, 
He never eat, nor drank, nor ſlept, | If e'er you hope to gain your ends, 
But Huo1Bras (till near him kept; 1 Careſs your foes, and truſt your friends,-— 
Never would go to church, or fo, | Theſe were the doctrines that were taught, 
But Hup1BRAs muſt with him go: 'Till this unthinking King was brought 
Nor yet to viſit Concubine, | To leave his friends to ſtarve and die;

He was a very modeſt man, and did not ſhine in converſation till 
he had taken a cheerful glaſs, but he was no drinker. When Lord 
Dorſet was firſt in company with him, (introduced as a private perſon) 
he was flat and heavy, while the firſt bottle was drinking: at the 
ſecond bottle extremely briſk and lively, full of wit and learning; 
but before the third bottle was finiſhed, ſunk into ſtupidity and 
dulneſs, ſo that his Lordſhip compared him to “ a nine-pin, little 
at both ends; but great in the middle.” I 

He died 1680, and was buried in Covent Garden Church-yard, at 
the expence of his friend Mr. Longueville, who wiſhed to have had 
him intered in Weſtminſter Abbey, but he could not get a ſubſcrip- 
tion for the purpoſe. | | 


ABRAHAM CoWLEY. 


This eminent Poet was born in Fleet-Street, London, 1618, and 
educated at Weſtminſter-School and Cambridge; but, in 1643, ejected 
that Univerlity (being then Maſter of Arts) for his Loyalty; when he 
went to, Oxford, where he became into the intimacy and friendſhip of 
the Lords Fa/k/and and Fermyn; and the year following, being ſettled in 
the family of the latter, went with him and Queen Henrietta Marie, to 


France, not 9 thence until 1656, which was to take cog- 


nizance of the ſtate of affairs; when he was detained a priſoner, and 
not releaſed, until his friend Dr. Scarborough gave 1000/. bail for him. 
After the death of Cromzve/!, he returned to France again, remaining 

H | | there 
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there until the Reſtoration, on which event he became poſſeſſed of a 
very competent eſtate, through the means of the Duke of Buckingham 
and the Earl of St. Alban's, 

Afterwards he retired to Barn-Elms ; but that air not agreeing with 
Him, he went to Chertſey, where, in 1667, he died, in conſequence of 
a violent cold. Marler II. ſaid, when he heard of his death, That 
Mr. Cowley had not left a better man behind him in England.“ 

When he was but ſixteen years old, he publiſhed his Poetical Bloſ- 
ſoms. * His Latin Poems are eſteemed the beſt. He was more ſuc- 
ceſsful in imitating the eaſe and gaiety of Auac hreon, than the bold and 
lofty flights of Pindar.” — Addiſon ſays, 


Thy fault is only wit in its exceſs; 
But wit like thine in any ſhape will pleaſe; 
Pardon, great Poet, that I dare to name 


Th' unnumber'd beauties of thy verſe with blame.“ 


Joun EvELYN, 


Second fon of Richard Evelyn, Eſq. by Eleanor, daughter and heireſs 
of Fohn Stanfield, Eſq. was born in 1620, at his father's ſeat, Wotton, 
in Surry ; and educated at the free-ſchool at Lewes in Suſſex, and at 
Oxford. He went on his travels, 1644; when, after making the tour 
of Europe, he returned, 1651, not only well-ſkilled in Antiquities, 
Paintings, and the Polite Arts, but particularly ſo in Natural Philo- 
ſophy: and, on the eſtabliſhment of the Royal Society, he became one 
of its firſt Fellows and Council. In 1667, he projected, and prevailed 
with the Lord Henry Howard (afterwards Duke of Norfolk) to give the 
Univerſity of Oxford the Arundel Marbles; when, two years after, he 
had the degree of Doctor of the Civil Law conferred on him by the 
Univerſity. 

He was a Commiſſioner for the care of the ſick and wounded ; one 
of the Commiſſioners for rebuilding St. Paul's; and one of the Coun- 
cil of trade and plantations. In the reign of James II. he was one of 
the Commiſſioners of the Privy Seal; and in that of King Wim, trea- 
ſurer of Greenwich Hoſpital. He died 1705-6, and was interred at 
Wotton. | 

His literary works are well known; he tells us, in the ſecond edition 
of his Sylva, that © it had been the occaſion of planting two millions 


of timber-trees.”—This univerſal genius alſo etched ſeveral views, and 
a portrait of Dobſon, the painter. 


ALGERNON SYDNEY, 


The celebrated Patriot, was ſecond fon of Robert, Earl of Leiceſter, 
by Dorothy, eldeſt daughter of Henry Piercy, Earl of Northumberland, 
and born about 1622. He received his education abroad, under the 
eye of his father, during his embaſſies in Denmark and France. 
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In 1641, upon the breaking out of the Rebellion in Ireland (his fa- 
ther being then Lord Lieutenant of that Kingdom (he had a commiſ- 
ſion in his father's regiment, and diſtinguiſhed himſelf with great gal- 
lantry. In 1643, he and his brother having the King's permiſſion to 


return to England, were, on their landing, taken into cuſtody, by order of 


the Parliament, but thought to be by their own management; however, 
it is certain they ſoon after entered into the meaſures of Parliament. — 
Algernon the year following accepted of a command under the Earl of 
Mancheſter: and the year after that, was made Colonel of a regiment 
of horſe by Sir Thomas Fairfax. He afterwards became Lieute- 
nant-General of the Horſe in Ireland, and Governor of Dublin; 
and, on his recal thence, 1647, had the thanks of Parliament for his 
good ſervices; and ſoon after, was made Governor of Dover. Next 


year, when they were about to try the King, he was nominated one of 


the High Court of Juſtice, and is ſaid to have been one of the judges 
upon that occaſion ; however, he was not preſent when ſentence was 
paſſed; nor did he ſign the death warrant, although he approved of the 
deed. He afterwards refuſed to act under Cromwe!!/, when he arbitra- 
rily aſſumed the Government ; and retired, until the reſtoration of the 
Long Parliament, when he was ſent, as one of the Commiſſioners, to 
the Sound, to mediate a peace between Denmark and Sweden; but 
Charles IT's Reſtoration ſoon after taking place, he continued abroad, 
going about from place to place, until 1677, when his father (deſiring 
to ſee him before his death) obtained leave for him to return. 
Afterwards he was kept out of Parliament; his public-ſpirited princi- 
ples leading him to aſſociate with thoſe of the oppoſition; and at length 
occaſioned him to be accuſed, “ tried, and condemned, for conſpiring 
the death of the King, by a packed jury and an infamous Judge, : 
(Fefferies) and was beheaded the 7th of December, 1683, —Biſhop Bur- 
net ſays, © He met death with an unconcernedneſs that became one 
who had ſet up Marcus Brutus for his pattern.” —* He was regarded 
as the ſecond martyr to patriotiſm, Lord Ruſſell the firſt”, who is made 
to ſay in a poem, 
Y 1 Sydney yet lives, whoſe comprehenſive mind, 
nges at large thro' ſyſtems unconfin'd ; 
Wrapt in himſelf, he ſcorns the Tyrant's power, 
And hurls defiance even from the 'Tower ; 


With tranquil brow awaits th' unjuſt degree, 
And, arm'd with virtue, looks to follow me.“ 


JANE RoBERTS, 


Was one of the Miſtreſſes of Charles II. It is remarkable, her auto- 
graph (dated 1660) is at the back of one of his portaits (it was formerly 
in the collection of the late Mr. Gulſſon, who valued it highly on that ac- 
count.) She afterwards abandoned his Majeſty “for the poſſeſſion of 
Lord Rocbęſter's heart, which ſhe found to her experience, it was not 
in her power long to hold: he being ſoon cloyed with the poſſeſſion of 
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any one woman, though the faireſt in the world, forſook her. After 
the firſt tumult of her paſſion ſubſided, ſhe grew as indifferent, and 
conſidered upon the proper means of retrieving the King's affection. — 
One wes > while ſhe was dreſſing, ſhe ſaw the King coming by; 
do 


ſhe hurried down, with her hair diſhevelled, threw herſelf at his feet, 
implored his pardon, and vowed conſtancy for the future. The King, 
overcome with the well-diſſembled agonies of her beauty, raiſed her 
up, took her to his arms, and proteſted no man could ſee her and not 
be in love with her,” 

This ſeemingly happy, yet unhappy woman, was the daughter of a 
clergyman, who, in educating her, had implanted the principle of 
Religion, which Biſhop Burnet, who viſited her often in the three laſt 
months of her life, ſays, © was ſo deep laid in her, that thcugh it did 
not reſtrain her, yet it kept alive in her ſuch a conſtant horror at fin, 
that ſhe was never eaſy in an ill courſe, and died with a great ſenfe of 
her former life,” 1681. 


King JaMEs II. 


Third ſon of Charles I, was born at St. James's, 1633; © and 
forthwith proclaimed Duke of York, at the Palace Gate.“ In 1642, 


he was choſen a Knight of the Garter at York, where his father held 
his laſt feaſt of St. George; and afterwards, the ſame year, created 
Maſter of Arts at Oxford. In 1646, on the ſurrender of that City to 
the Parliament, they committed him to the keeping of the Earl of 
Northumberland, from whom he eſcaped three years after (being then 
at St. James's) in woman's cloaths, and went to his mother at Paris, 
there finiſhing his education. When he was twenty years old, he en- 
tered into a campaign with Marſhal Tarenne; but in 1655, when 
Louis XIV. made a treaty with Cromwe!!, was obliged to quit the French 
ſervice; when he went into that of Spain, under Don Fob» of Auf. 
tria, in the low countries. 0 

After the Reſtoration, he was made Lord High Admiral ef Eng- 
land; and in the ſtrſt Dutch War diſplayed ſuch courage, as rendered 
him more popular than all the other as of his life. The large 
ſteps which his brother (whom he ſucceeded) took towards arbitrary 
power, were in great meaſure owing to his inſtigation. His bigotry 
to the Roman Catholic religion increaſing with his vears, at length 
prompted him to ſuch meaſures. as were condemned by the ſober and 
judicious of all religions.” When he abdicated his throne, 1688, 
Louis XIV. aſſigned him the Palace of St. Germain's for his reſidence, 
where, after about twelve years exile, and many fruitleſs and unſuc- 
ceſsful attempts to recover his Kingdoms, being much broken with 
grief, he died of a lethargy, 1701. | 
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WILLIAM SANCROFT, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 


Was born in 1617, at Freſingheld in Suffolk, and educated at St. 
Edmund's Bury and Cambridge. At the latter, he became a Fellow 
in his own College (Emanuel) 1642; but was deprived of it in 1649, 
for not taking the engagement, upon which he travelled into France 
and Italy. 

He returned ſoon after the Reſtoration; and, in 1662, was created 
Doctor of Divinity; made Prebendary of Durham; elected Maſter of 
Emanuel College; and, about two years after that, made Dean of 
York. The latter he left about ten months after (having ſpent in 
building 2000/7. more than he had received) for that of St. Paul's; and, 
after the Fire of London, ſpent 1 ooo/. in building the Deanery-Houſe; 
and was very aſſiduous in procuring the Coal Act for rebuilding the 
Cathedral. In 1678 „he was placed at the head of the Church, be 
cauſe he was like to do no great ſervice to it, being of ſo recluſe and 
ſpeculative a turn.” | 

His firmneſs in the reign of James II. relative to the declaration of 
indulgence, and his being ſent to the Tower (with the fix other Bi- 
ſhops that ſided with him) in conſequence of it, is well known. 

At the Revolution, he would not ſubmit to the new ſettling of the 
Crown, therefore he was deprived, 1690; when ſoon after he retired to 
his native place, where he died. and was buried in 1693. 

He was “ conſiderably learned ;—appears to have been flow, timo- 
rous, and narrow-ſpirited; but at the ſame time a good, honeſt, and 


well-meaning man.” 


HENRY Courrox, Biſhop of London, 


Youngeſt ſon of the Earl of Northampton, who was ſlain in the 
cauſe of Charles I. at Hopton-Heath, was born in 1632, and educated 
at Oxford. When he was about twenty years of age, he went on his 
travels ; and, on his return, became a Cornet in the Royal Horſe-Guards, 
under the Earl of Oxford; but a military life not ſuiting his diſpoſition, 


he went to Cambridge, and took his degree of Maſter of Arts, as he 


did afterwards alſo (1666) at Oxford, where, three years after that, he 
was inſtalled Canon of Chriſt-Church, and became a Doctor of Divi- 
nity. In 1674, he was made Biſhop of Oxford; the year following, 
tranſlated to London; and foon after, ſworn one of the Privy Council. 

In the reign of James II. (having been always zealous for the Proteſ- 
tant Religion) he was ſuſpended; during which, being © a very emi- 
nent Botaniſt,” he amuſed himſelf with the culture of his garden at 
Fulham. © A little before the Revolution, he appeared in arms at 
Nottingham, and declared his readineſs to fight for the Prince of 
Orange;” and afterwards had the ſatisfaction of placing the crown on 
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his head! having ſome years before performed. the marriage ceremony 
between him and the Princeſs Mary, whoſe ſiſter Anne alſo (afterwards 
Queen) he united to George, Prince of Denmark.“ Queen Azne uſed to 
ſhow a particular regard to his advice about the affairs of the Church.” 

He patroniſed converts from Popery; and was a generous friend 
to the French Proteſtants, who fled hither from the perſecution of 
Louis XIV.” His learning was ſuperficial; but his great diligence in 
diſcharging the duties of his function was truly exemplary.” —He 
died, 1713, at Fulham, and was buried there. 


RozERT SPENCER, Earl of Sunderland. 


This eminent Stateſman, was ſon of Henry Earl of Sunderland, (ſlain 
at the battle of Newbury) by Dorothy, daughter of Robert Sidney Earl 
of Leiceſter. His tutor was Dr. Peirce, who © found in him at once 
ſuch a willingneſs and aptneſs to be taught ;” that he ſoon became 
learned, which together with his fine genius and travelling, rendered 
him one of the moſt accompliſhed Noblemen of the Court of Charles II. 

In 1671 he was Ambaſſador to Spain, the year following to France, 
the year after that Plenipotentiary to Cologne, and on his return, 1674, 
was ſworn one of the Privy Council. In 1678, he was ſent Ambaſſador 
again to France, but the year following was ſent for home, and made 
Secretary of State; remaining ſo, until 1680-1, when he was diſmiſſed, 
for his having declared for the bill of Excluſion ; yet, about twenty 
months after was reſtored; (having apologized to the Duke of York) 
e the King having ſo entire a confidence in him.” 

On the acceſhon of James Il © he was looked on as a man loſt at 
Court, but the Queen ſaw it was neceſlary to have him in a high poſt, as 
a proper balance to the Treaſurer Rocheſter ;'” in December, 1685, he 
was made Preſident of the Council, and principal Secretary of State, 
and in 1687, elected and inſtalled a Kinght of the Garter. The year 
following he was put out of all his places, notwithſtanding he had be- 
come a . Catholick ; the Popiſh party inſinuating,“ that he was 
in the King's Counſels only to betray them.” On his diſmiſſion he with- 
drew to Holland, and reſided there until the ſettlement of the Crown 
on William and Mary. Afterwards he became fo high in favour with 
King William that he © had more credit with him, than any other Eng- 
Iiſhman ever had.” In 1695, the King ſtaid at his houſe at Althorp- 
ſome days, in his progreſs to the North; and two years after made him 
Lord Chamberlain and one of the Lords Juſtices of England, during 
his abſence ; but at the latter end of that year, “the Tories preſſed 
hard upon him, and the Whigs were ſo jealous of him;” (fearing a 
ſtanding Army) that he reſigned his Chamberlainſhip, retired from 
court and from buſineſs; © not only againſt the intreaties of his friends, 
but even the King's carneſt deſire that he would continue about him;“ 
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and ſpent the remainder of his life at Althorp, where he died, in Sep- 
tember, 1702. | 


« He was a man of clear and ready apprehenſion, and quick deci- 
fion in buſineſs. He had too much heat both of imagination and paſ- 
fion, and was apt to ſpeak very freely both of perſons and things. His 
own notions were always good : but he was a man of great expence, 
and, in order to the ſupporting himſelf, he 'went into the prevailing 
counſels at Court: and he changed fides often, with little regard either 


toreligion, or the intereſt of his Country.” 


Sir RoGER L'ESTRANGE. 


The youngeſt ſon of Sir Hammon L'Eftrange, Bart. a zealous Royaliſt, 
and great ſufferer, was born at Hunſtanton-Hall, Norfolk, in 1616, and 
as it 1s thought, was educated at Cambridge. | 

In 1639, he attended Churles I. into Scotland; in 1644, he was ſeized 
on as a ſpy, (a commiſſion of his Majeſty's being found upon him) and 
condemned to die, for coming from the King's Quarters, © without 
drum, trumpet, or paſs;” and with the utmoſt difficulty obtained a 
reprieve. He lay in Newgate near four years © (with only an order 


between him and the gallows)” before he could effect his eſcape, 


which was with the connivance of the keeper ; when at length he got 
beyond ſea. In 1653, he ventured to return, and having acquainted 
Cromwe!! therewith, he obtained his diſcharge. 

After the reftoration, being taken little notice of, he made uſe of his 
pen; by which at length he obtained the profitable poſt of Licencer of 
the preſs; and was put into the commiſſion of the Peace. Afterwards, 
tor his further ſupport, he ſet up various News Papers, and in his Ob- 
ſerver (began in 1679) © went as great lengths to vindicate the mea- 
fures of the Court, as were ever gone by any mercenary journaliſt.” 

When James II. came to the throne he was Knighted, © in conſider- 
ation of his loyalty, and eminent ſervices. he had done the Crown; and 
in the firſt Parliament, was one of the Members for Wincheſter.” 

After the Revolution © he met with ſome trouble, on account of 
his being a diſaffected perſon. His works are numerous, © his Aſop's 
Fables, was more of a new work, than a tranſlation ;” it is obſervable, 
this work particularly pleaſed King William.—*< He was one of the 
great corrupters of our language, by excluding vowels, and other 
letters not commonly pronounced, and introducing pert and affected 
phraſes.” —He died 1704. 


SAMUEL PEPYS, 


Deſcended from an ancient family of Cottenham, in Cambridgſhire, 
was born in London, 1632, and educated at St. Paul's School there, and 


at Cambridge. 


His 
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His kindſman General Edward Montague (afterwards Earl of Sand 
wich) introduced him early into public buſineſs, and “ ſucceſsfully em- 


ployed him in divers ſecret negotiations, for the ſervice of Char/es II. 
le was Secretary to his Patron, when he went to bring the King over 


from Holland to his Reſtoration ; and on that event, was made Clerk of 
the Acts; remaining in that employment until 1673, great part of 


which time, © the weight of the Navy, reſted upon him alone.” That 
year he was made Secretary of the Admiralty, and again ſo in 1683, 


continuing therein the remainder of Charl/es's reign, and the whole of 
that of James II. and was a conſtant Member of the Houſe of Com- 
mons until the Revolution; when, © he let fall his employment and 
paſſed the remainder of his life in a ſtudious retirement.” | 

« He firſt reduced the affairs of the Admiralty to order and method, 
and that method was ſo juſt, as to have been a ſtanding model to his ſuc- 
ceſſors in his important office.“ 

He underſtood Muſic, Painting, Sculpture, Architecture, Hiſtory and 
Philoſophy.—He was Preſident of the Royal Society, two years.— 
* ſtanding Governor of all the principal houſes of Charity in and 
about London, &c.” He died 1703. 


King WILLIAM and Queen MARY. 


The former was the Poſthumous and only child of Mary, eldeſt daugh- 
ter of Charles I. by William II. Prince of Orange. He was born at 
the Hague, in 1650, educated at Leyden, and when in the third year of 
his age, was inveſted with the Enſigns of the Order of the Garter. 
In 1672, he was made Captain and Admiral General of all the United 
Netherlands, and, in 1674, Stadholder of the Provinces of Holland, 
and Weſtfriezland. 

The latter, was eldeſt daughter of James Duke of York (afterwards 

James II.) by Aune, (his firſt Dutches) daughter of Edward Hyde Earl 
of Clarendon. 
They were married at St. James's 1677, and crowned King and 
Queen of England 1689, and died without iſſue, the latter in 1694, 
and the former in 1701-2, and were both interred in Weſtminſter 
Abbey. 

1 death of the Queen, © the King's Affliction for her was as 
great as it was juſt, he ſaid, hat during the whole courſe of their marriage, 
he had never known a ſingle fault in her, there was a worth in her, that no body 
knew beſides himſelf.” . 

« He was the Head, Heart and Hand of the Confederacy, the aſſer— 
ter of Liberty, the Deliverer of Nations, the ſupport of the Empire, 
the Bullwark of Holland, the Preſerver of Britain, the reducer of Ire- 
land, and the Terror of France.”

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WiLL1aM, Duke of Glouceſter. 


So declared at his Baptiſm; was ſon of the Princeſs Anne, (afterwards 
Queen) by Gcorge, Prince of Denmark, and born at Hampton-Court, in 
1689. | | 
King William, after the death of his Queen, grew more particularly 
fond of him, and having cauſed him to be elected a Knight of the Gar- 
ter, the 6th. of February, 1696, the 24th: of July following (being the 
Prince's birth day) had him inſtalled at Windſor in perſon. 

He began early with the theory of War, knew all the terms of fortifi- 
cation and navigation, and could marſhal a company of boys.

He alfo took pleaſure in * although of a weak and tender 
conſtitution.—In 1698, the Earl of Marlborough, (afterwards Duke) 
was appointed his governor, and Biſhop Barnet his . 1700,

PETER the Great, Czar of Ruſſia. 


This extraordinary man, © who civilized that Nation, and raiſed it 
from ignorance and barbariſm, to politeneſs, knowledge, and power,” 
was born in 1672, and became ſole maſter of the Empire in 1696. 

He having perceived the importance, and neceſſity of a Naval force. 
took the reſolution of fingly managing and obtaining that object, 
Accordingly, in 1697, he ſent an embaſſy to Holland, and went himſelf 
incognito in the retinue, and on his arrival enrolled himſelf as a Ship- 
carpenter, working moſt aſliduouſly, until he became a good workman. 
King William being then in Holland, the Czar made himſelf known to 
him, ſaying: Moft renowned Emperor, it was not the defire of ſeeing the 
celebrated Cities of the German Empire, or the moſt potent Republic of the 
Univerſe, that made me leave my Throne in a diſtant country, and my victorious 
armies ; but the vehement paſſion alone of ſeeing the moſt brave, and moſt generous 
hero of the age. I have my wiſh ; I haveſeen the beft man, and the beſt Prince iu the 
world, which gives me more ſatisfaction than the taking of Aſoph, and triumphing 
over the Tartars. But, Sir, theconqueſt is yours, your martial genius directed my 


Sword, andtheemulation of your exploits, inſtilled into my breaft the firſt 1 houghts of 


enlarging my Dominious.— I cannot expreſs in words the veneration 1 have for 
your virtue; my journey is one proof of it.— The ſeaſon is ſo far advanced, and 
1 hope the peace too, that I ſhall not have the pleaſure which Maximilian felt, 
of fighting under the banner of England againſt France, the common enemy. 
1f the war continues, I and my armies will readily obſerve your orders; and if 


zn war, or peace, your induſtrious ſubjects will trade in the moſt northern parts of

the world, the ports of -Rufſia, ſhall be free for them, and I will grant them 
_ greater immunittes, than ever they yet enjoyed, and have them enrolled among the 
moſt precious records of my empire, to be a perpetual memorial of my eſteem 
for the worthieſt of Kings.” | 
In 1697-8, he came to England, „where in four months, he made 
himſelf a compleat maſter of the art of Ship-building. © King 
William entertained him magnificently, and gave him one of his fineſt 
Yachts, and allowed him to take back with him, ſeveral Engliſh Ship- 
builders, and artificers; but the Czar, © took upon himſelf the title of. 
Maſter Ship-builder.” He died 1725. 


Jonx TIL EOTSOx, Archbiſhop of Canterbury. 


This excellent Prelate, was born at Sowerby, in the pariſh of Hali- 
fax, Yorkſhire, in 1630, and educated at Cambridge. His father 
Robert, who was a zealous Calviniſt, could ſearcely be moderated by his 
ſon, whom he lived to ſee Dean of Canterbury,” which was in 1672, 
having before commenced Doctor of Divinity in 1666, 5 

He with others of note, had a conſtant defire for a comprehenſion of 
ſuch Diſſenters, as could be brought into the communion of the Church, 
and a toleration of the reſt, but they never could effect it. He diſtin 
guiſhed himſelf by. his palemical writings during the reign of Charles II. 
and in that of James II. «© helped to carry on the War againſt Popery.” 

. He ſhewed a great regard to the diſtreſſes of the French Refugees, both 
by relieving them, and preaching in their behalf. | 

He readily concurred with the Revolution, and became high in fa- 
vour with William and Mary. He was firſt made Clerk of the Cloſet to 
the King, next had his Deanery exchanged for that of St. Paul's, and 
laſtly, preferred to the See of Canterbury. (fee his Autography under 
his portrait). After his conſecration, in 1691, © the Nonjurors purſued 
him with unrelenting rage,” until his death, in 1694. 

« He was greatly eſteemed for his integrity, was wiſe and prudent 
in his whole deportment, he laboured not to be rich; as he taught 
others, ſo he lived.” 

« He had great compaſs of learning, and, what he knew, he had ſo 
E digeſted, that he was truly maſter of it. He was one of the 

eſt præachers of his age; after his death, the copy of his Poſthumous 
ſermons ſold for 2 500 gunieas.“ | 
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Jon SHARP, Archbiſhop of York, 


The ſon of an eminent tradeſman, was born in 1644, at Bradford 
Dale in Yorkſhire, and educated at Cambridge. 
In 1667, he became Chaplain to Sir Heneage Finch, (afterwards Earl 


of Nottingham;) in 1672, Archdeacon of Berkſhire; in 1675, Pre- 


bendary of Norwich; the year after, Rector of St. Giles's in the Fields; 
and, in 1679, he took the degree of Doctor of Divinity. 

In 1681, he was made Dean of Norwich; in 1686, * when preach- 
ing warmly againſt Popery, he was ſilenced; and Dr. Compton, Biſhop 
of London, ſuſpended for not turning him out;” yet, two years after, 
he was ſworn Chaplain to James II. as he had been before to Charles II. 

At the Revolution, © he was declared Dean of Canterbury; but 
never could be prevailed on to fill up. any of the vacancies made by the 
deprived Biſhops;” but, in 1691, on the death of the Archbiſhop of 
York, he was perſuaded by his friend, Archbiſhop Tilloſſon, to accept 


of that ſee. 


In 1702, he preached the ſermon at the Coronation of Queen Anne, 
was ſworn of her Privy Council, and made her Lord Almoner. 

He died at Bath in 1713, and was interred in the Cathedral of York. 

« He was one of the greateſt ornaments of the Church of England, 
and of great piety and learning: his ſeven volumes of Sermons have 
been admired and much read for their good ſenſe and forcible 
manner.” 8 


G1LBERT BURNET, Biſhop of Saliſbury, 


* Youngeſt ſon of Lord Cramont, one of the Lords of the Seſſion, was 
born at Edinburgh, 1645, and educated at Aberdeen; where, before 
he was fourteen, he commenced Maſter of Arts. 

In 1663, he viſited the Univerſities of Oxford and Cambridge, and 
the year following made the tour of France and Holland. 

In 1665, he was ordained a Prieſt by the Biſhop of Edinburgh: 
when, as Miniſter of Salton, he introduced the prayers of the Church 
of England; afterwards, obſerving the irregular lives of the Scotch 
Biſhops, he drew up a memorial and ſent it to them; for which he 
was ſummoned before them, but could not be brought to aſk pardon ; 
yet the matter dropt. — 

In 1668, he wrote his papers, (which he put into the hands of the 
Duke of Lauderdale,) © with intent to farther the deſign of divorcing 
the King from the Queen.” The year following he was made Pro- 
feſſor of Divinity at Glaſgow, where © his great moderation made 
him enemies both of the epiſcopal and preſbyterian parties.” 

In 1673, he was made one of the King's Chaplains ; but the year 
following was ſtruck off the liſt, through the Duke of * 
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who had now become his great enemy ; therefore he thought it beſt 
to reſign his Profeſſor's chair. 

In 1675, (notwithſtanding the Court's hinderance of his eſtabliſhing 
himſelf in London,) Sir Harbottle Grimſton KI him preacher at 
the Rolls-chapel, when he ſoon after was choſen Lecturer of St. Cle- 
ment's.—This ſame year he was examined before the Houſe of Com- 


. mons relative to the Duke of Lauderdale, whoſe conduct they were 


enquiring into. 

In 1679, having publiſhed his firſt volume of the Hiſtory of the Re- 
formation, he received the thanks of both houſes of Parliament.— 
About this time, he was frequently ſent for by the King, and conſulted 
relative to the ſtate of the nation, and offered the Biſhopric of Chicheſ- 
ter, if he would © intirely come into his intereft;” he told His Majeſty, 
ce he would religiouſly obſerve the oaths of a Biſhop;” but that would 
not do. In 1681, he wrote the King a very free Letter “on his licen- 
tious and immoral conduct,“ which His Majeſty read over twice, and 
burnt. 

On the Acceſſion of James II. he went to Paris, Rome, Geneva, &c. 
and laſtly to Holland, where he met with a moſt favourable reception 
from the Prince of Orange, with whom afterwards he came to England, 
in the capacity of his Chaplain. 


In 1689, having had a great ſhare in the Revolution, he was made 
Biſhop of Saliſbury, &c. 


In 1701, on the Acceſſion of Queen Anne, © he was the firſt who 
informed her of King William's death, and that ſaluted her Queen; 


yet he was turned out of his lodgings at Court, and met with ſeveral 


affronts.” 


He died 1714-15, and was interred in St. James's Church, Clerken- 
well. His charities were very extenſive, and not confined to one na- 
tion, ſect, or party: want and merit in the object were the only mea- 
ſures of his Iiberality.—The Marquis of Halifax, ſpeaking of his enemies, 
ſays, © all the repeated provocations of his indecent adverſaries have 
had no other effect than the ſetting his good nature in a better light; 
ſince his anger never yet went farther than to pity them.” 


CHARLES PoWLETT, Duke of Bolton, 


Whom Biſhop Burnet calls “ in all reſpects the riddle of the age,” 
was eldeſt ſon of John, Marquis of Wincheſter, by Zane, daughter of 
Thomas, Viſcount Savage. | 

In the latter end of the reign of Charles II. and in the whole of that 
of James II. he thought it prudent to aſſume the character of a madman, 
as the firſt Brutus did in the reign of Tarquin. He often hunted by 
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torch light, conſtantly ſet at table all night, and generally went to 
bed at noon, &c. 

He exerted himſelf ſo much at the Revolution that he was, for his 
eminent ſervices, made Lord Lieutenant of the County of Southamp- 
ton, and created Duke of Bolton; he being, in right of his ſecond 
wife, (Mary, eldeſt natural daughter of Emanuel Scroop, Earl of Sunder- 
land,) in poſſeſſion of Bolton Caſtle, in Yorkſhire. Soon after his cre- 
ation, he is ſaid to be © diſſatisfied with the new Government, and 

artly engaged in a ſcheme for the Reſtoration of James II;“ however, 
bo raiſed a regiment of foot for the reduction of Ireland. 

« He was a very knowing, crafty, politick, and an artful flatterer; a 
man of profuſe expence and ravenous avarice to fupport it; much 


hated, yet carried matters before him with authority and ſucceſs.” 
He died 1698-9. 


DANIEL Fincn, Earl of Nottingham, 


Eldeſt ſon of Heneage, Earl of Nottingham (afore-mentioned,) by Eli- 
zabeth, daughter of Mr. William Harvey, was educated at Oxford. 

« He entered early into the world, ſerving in ſeveral Parliaments, 
and diſtinguiſhing himſelf by many learned ſpeeches.” 

In 1679-80, being Firſt Commiſſioner of the Admiralty, he was 
{worn of the Privy Council. He ſucceeded his father in 1682. 

« He ſtood at a diſtance during the reign of James II.“ and very 
cautiouſly came into the Revolution; yet, being of © great credit with 
the whole Church party,” he was made principal Secretary of State; 
but, about four years after, „the jealouſy of the people of his being 
in the French intereſt obliged the King to throw him out again.” 

On the Acceſſion of Queen Anne, he was made Secretary of State 
again; © but the jealouſy of the people ſtill continuing, and the Houſe 
of Peers ſhewing theirs alſo, in the affair of the Scots' plot, he laid 
down the ſeals.” 

On the Acceſſion of George I. he was made Preſident of the Council; 
but in 1715-16 retired from public affairs, and died 1729-30. 

He was a zealous promoter of abſolute power in the State, and 
implicit faith in the Church, to that degree, as hardly to be in com- 
mon charity with thoſe of more moderate principles.” 

* He was much aſperſed during his lite, but this was in times in 
which poſterity will judge better than we who live ſo near them.” 

The Univerſity ** Oxford, in full convocation, returned his Lord- 
ſhip /olemn thanks © for his moſt noble defence of the Chriſtian Faith,” 
againſt Mr, }/þi/ton's publication. See the Autograph under Archbp. Sharp. 
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LAURENCE HyYDE, Earl of Rocheſter, 


Uncle of Queen Azne, was ſecond ſon of Lord Chancellor Clarendon. 
Having a good capacity and education, he, when young, was employed 
by Charles II. in ſeveral negociations and embaſhes. 

In 1679, he was made firſt Commiſſioner of the Treaſury, and one 
of the Privy Council; in 1687, created Viſcount Hyde; and the year 
following, Earl of Rocheſter; and in the laſt year of Charles II. Preſi- 
dent of the Council. | 

On the Acceſſion of James II. he was made Lord High Treaſurer 
and a Knight of the Garter; but ſoon after, not being prevailed with 
to change his religion, loſt his Treaſurerſhip, but had in lieu thereof a 
penſion of 5000. per annum. 

« He oppoſed King William's coming to the throne, and greatly 
thwarted the meaſures of that Court, till the King, to gain him and 
his party, made him Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, and of the Cabinet; 
but, notwithſtanding expectation, he was thrown out again; yet had 
always a very conſiderable penſion during his reign.” 

On the Acceſſion of Queen Anne, he was again Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, which he ſoon quitted; and not being made Lord High- 
Treaſurer, as he expected, he was ſo diſguſted” as to forſake the 
Court; but, upon a change of Miniſtry, in 1710, he was made Preſi- 
dent of the Council, and the year following died, and was interred in 
Weſtminſter Abbey. 

Biſhop Burnet ſays, © When he roſe to high poſts he grew violent; but 
was thought an incorrupt man. He had high notions of Government, 
and thinks it muſt be maintained with great ſeverity. He delivers up 
his own notions to his party, that he may lead them. He paſſes for a 
ſincere man, and ſeems to have too much heat to be falſe.” Mackey ſays, 
he was © one of the fineſt men in England for intereſt, eſpecially the 
Church party, and very zealous for his friends.” 


CHaRLEs MonTacut, Lord Halifaz, 


Fourth ſon of George Montague, Eſq. ſon of the firſt Earl of Mancheſ- 
ter, was born 1661, and educated at Weſtminſter School and Cam- 
bridge. | — 

Upon the Abdication of James II. he was choſen one of the Con- 
vention; and afterwards, being recommended to King William for his 
extraordinary abilities, he had firſt a penſion of 300. per annum; ſome 
time after, made one of the Commithioners of the Treaſury; and ſoon 
after that, Chancellor of the Exchequer; when he brought about that 
great work of the recoining all the current money (then dreadfully 
clipped) throughout the nation. In 1698, he was made firſt Commiſ- 

ſtoner 
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ſioner of the Treaſury, and one of the Lords Juſtices of England during 
the King's abſence; and, the year following, created Baron Halifax in 
Yorkſhire; but before this promotion he had the place of Auditor 
giver him. In 1701, the Houſe of Commons impeached him of fix ar- 
ticles, which were diſmiſſed by the Houſe of Lords; and the next 
year they attacked him again, but with no better ſucceſs. 

In the reign of Queen Anne, he was a Commiſſioner for the Union 
with Scotland; and, after the Parliament's ſettling the ſucceſſion in 
the Houſe of Hanover, was ſent thither to carry the Act over, and to 
inveſt the Electoral Prince with the enſigns of the order of the Garter. 
Upon the death of the Queen, he was one of the Regency for George I. 
until his arrival, when he was made again firſt Commiſſioner of the 
Treaſury, created Earl of Halifax, and made a Knight of the Garter. 

His poetical talents are well known.—He died 1715, and was 
buried in Weſtminſter Abbey. 

« Tt is to him the King William) owes the great loans that were 
made to the Crown, the eſtabliſhing the paper credit, and the deben- 
tures, as the nation does the recoining our money; ſuch maſterly 
ſtrokes, anſwering the ends for which they were deſigned, ſhew him a 
wonderful man, of ſuch powerful eloquence, that he could turn the 
Houſe of Commons which way he pleaſed; and almoſt never miſſed 
the point he aimed at. The deficiency of parliamentary funds, and 
the growing debts of the nation, by the great intereſt of paper credit, 
laid him but too much open to attacks, he having the whole adminiſ- 
tration of the Revenue:” however, © he prudently got himſelf made 
a Lord, as a ſcreen from all objeCtion.” 


Sir HENRY CHAUNCY, 


Deſcended from a family which came into England with William 
the Conqueror, was ſon of Henry Chauncy, Eſq. by Anne, daughter and 
heir of Mr. Peter Parke, of Tottenham in Middleſex. He was edu- 
cated at Biſhop's Stortford ſchool and at Cambridge, and ſtudied the 
law in the Middle Temple. | 

In 1656, he was called to the bar; in 1661, he was made Juſtice of 
Peace for the County of Hertford; in 1675, a Bencher of the Middle 
Temple, Steward of the Burgh-Court, Hertford; and, in 1680, Re- 
corder of that place. Ihe year following, he was elected Reader of 
the Middle Temple, and received the honour of knighthood. In 1683, 
he was Choſen Treaſurer of the Middle Temple; in 1688, made a 
Serjeant at Law and a Welſh Judge; and in 1700 he died, and was 
buried at Ardley, or Yardley, (in his native county,) Hertfordſhire. _ 
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ſhire, a book now become ſo ſcarce, as to ſe 
guineas:— an uncut copy ſold lately by auction for 2 5/. 
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He wrote and publiſhed the Hiſtorical r &c. of Hertford-

Queen ANNE, 


Second daughter of the Duke of York, (afterwards James II.) 
by Anne Hyde, daughter of the Lord Chancellor Clarendon, was born 
1664-5, at St. James's. | 

In 1683, ſhe was married to George, Prince of Denmark ; and, in 
1688, with him joined the Prince of Orange. 

In 1701-2, ſhe ſucceeded to the Crown; when ſhe declared her in- 
tention of maintaining Church and State, and of concurring in all the 
late King's meaſures * preſerving the liberty of Europe, and reducing 
the power of France. | | 

She carried on a war with ſuch ſplendid ſucceſs, that © the French 


King began to be afraid for his capital.” 


She revived the order of the Thiſtle, accompliſhed the Union with 
Scotland; in ſhort, all went well, until parties ran ſo high as to give 
things another turn; and theſe animoſities, it is thought, ſhortened 
her days. She died at Kenſington, 1714; and © with her ended the 
line of Stuarts, after having ſwayed the ſceptre of England 111 years, 
and that of Scotland 343 years. 


Grorce, Prince of Denmark, 


Huſband to Queen Anne, was youngeſt ſon of Frederick III. King of 
Denmark, and born 1653. 

In the reign of Charles II. he was made a Knight of the Garter; in 
the reign of William III. created Duke of Cumberland, allowed pre- 
cedence of all Peers, naturalized, and made one of the Privy Council. 

On the Acceſſion of his Royal Conſort, he was made Lord High 
Admiral, Generaliſſimo of all the land and ſea forces, Warden of the 
Cinque Ports, Conſtable of Dover Caſtle; and, in 1702, Parliament 
ſettled upon him 100,000/. per annum, in cafe he ſhould ſurvive the 
Queen, which he did not; deceaſing 1708, to the great grief of the 
Queen, who had been, during their marriage, an extraordinary ten- 
der and' aftectionate wife; and in all his illneſs, which laſted ſome 
years, ſhe would never leave his bed; but ſat up, ſometimes half the 
night, in the bed with him, with ſuch care and concern, that ſhe was 
looked on, very deſervedly, as a pattern in this reſpect.” In a prayer 
the Queen made upon his death, ſhe ſays, It has pleaſed thee to take 
to thy mercy my dear huſband, who was the comfort of my life, after 


we had lived together many years happily, and in all conjugal love and 
affection. 
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affection.— Pardon the errors and faylings of my life, which may have 
been the occaſion,“ &c. 

« He had ſhewn himſelf brave in war, both in Denmark and Ireland; 
was free from all vice ;” was of * a familiar and eaſy diſpoſition; of a 
good underſtanding, but modeſt in ſhewing it; and a great lover of 
high Church;” farther, © he 1s very fat, loves news, his bottle, and 
the Queen.” 


CHARLES III. King of Spain, 


Son of Leopold, and brother of Foſeph I. Emperors of Germany, was 
born 168 5; became King of Spain, (and ſo owned by England,) 1703; 
Emperor of Germany, 1711; King of Hungary, 1712; King of Bohe- 
mia, 1723; and died 1742. 

« In December, 1703, the new King of Spain arrived in England; 
the Queen ſent the Duke of Somerſet to invite and bring him to Wind- 
ſor, where he was treated with great magnificence: the Queen's 
behaviour towards him was very noble and obliging; the young 
King charmed all that were there; he had a gravity beyond his age, 
tempered with much modeſty ; his behaviour in all points was exact, 
paying an extraordinary reſpect to the Queen, and yet maintained a 
due greatneſs in it; he had an art of ſeeming well pleaſed with every 
thing, without ſo much as once ſmiling.” He ſtaid at Court only three 
days; then he went with the Duke of Somerſet, and reſided at his 
ſeat at Petworth in Suſſex, until the fleet was ready to carry him to 
Portugal. | 

In 1705, he was received into Barcelona with great expreſſions of 
Joy ; he wrote from hence to the Queen, © a long and clear account 
of all his affairs; full of great acknowledgments for her aſſiſtance; 
with high commendations of her ſubjects.” 


JohN CHURCHILL, Duke of Marlborough, 


This illuſtrious General was ſecond ſon of Sir Winſton Churchill, and 
born, in 1650, at Aſhe, in Muſbury, Devonſhire. 

He was very young when introduced at Court, where he ſerved 
the Duke of York as Page of Honour; and, diſcovering an inclina- 
tion for the army, the Duke procured him an Enſign's commiſſion. 
In 1672, the Duke of Monmouth gave him a Captain's commiſſion ; 
when he accompanied him to France, and ſerved under the Prince 
of Conde and Marſhal Turenne; being preſent as a volunteer in every 
enterpriſe of difficulty and danger; ſo that he was not only noticed by 
the Marſhal for his bravery, but had the French King's thanks for his 
ſervices at the head of his army. 
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Upon his return home he became greatly in favour with the Kin 
(who made him a Lieutenant-Colonel) and his whole Court; the La- 
dies eſteeming him © as the handſomeſt and moſt agreeable cavalier 


of the Court.” In 1682, he was created Baron C-hurch//. 


In the reign of James II. he was made a Lieutenant-General, and 
ſent Ambaſſador to the Court of France, &c.—Notwithſtanding the 
kindneſs James had always ſhewn him, when he found that he was 
for changing the Religion of his Country, and eſtabliſhing a deſpotic 
Government, he left him, and joined the Prince of Orange ; and 


afterwards, to the admiration of every body, with a handful of men, 


reduced Cork and Kingſale, in Ireland, with the numerous Gar- 
riſons.“ 

When the Revolution was accompliſhed, he was ſworn of the Privy 
Council, made a Lord of the Bed Chamber, Earl of Marlborough, 
and afterwards Commander in Chief of the Engliſh forces in Holland, 
&c. but at length removed from his employments (the reaſon not cer- 
tainly known); but ſome time after reſtored again, when he was three 
times, ſucceſhvely, one of the Lord-Juſtices, during the King's ab- 
ſence abroad. 

On the acceſſion of Queen Arne, he was made a Knight of the 
Garter, Captain-General of all her forces in England and abroad, Poſt- 
maſter-General of the Ordinance, and ſent over to Holland, where 
he was made Generaliſſimo. | 

For his very extraordinary ſervices abroad, he was created Duke o 
Marlborough, and made a Prince of the German Empire. Carles III. 
of Spain, gave him a rich diamond ſword from his fide. Both Houſes 
of Parliament, after a courſe of ten victorious campaigns, gave him 
ten times their thanks: and alſo all the Allies, their moſt heartfelt 
and repeated thanks;—yet, after all, this truly great man, upon a 
change of the Miniſtry, was turned out of all his employments, and 
otherwiſe uſed ill! Upon this, he went abroad, not returning until 
1714, when he landed at Dover the fame day that the Queen died. 

George I. reſtored him to all his dignities; but, in a ſhort time after, 
he retired from all buſineſs, and died at Windfor Lodge, 1722, (his 
intellectual faculties having been for ſome time before much impaired) 
and was magnificently interred in Weſtminſter Abbey, at the King's 
expence; but afterwards (in 1744) removed to Blenheim, in Oxford- 


ſhire. | 
: RoBERT HARLEY, Earl of Oxford, 


Son of Sir Edward Harley, by his ſecond wife, Abigail, daughter of 
Nathanel Stephens, Eſq. was born in 1661, in Bow Street, Covent Garden. 
On the eve of the Revolution, he (with his father, at their own ex- 
pence), raiſed a troop of horſe, and after that event had taken place, 
he 
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he became a diſtinguiſhed Member in the Houſe of Commons, after- 


wards becoming Speaker in three ſucceſſive Parliaments. 

In 1704, he was ſworn of the Privy Council, and made one of the 
principal Secretaries of State; but reſigned 1707-8. In 1710, he was 
made one of the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, and Chancellor and un- 
der Treaſurer of the Exchequer ; and on the 8th of March, the year fol- 
lowing, being in Council, examining the Marquis of Guiſcard, was ſtab- 
bed by him, but not mortally ; ſee the annexed letter of the Duke of 
Marlborough to the Queen. This ſame year, having formed a 
ſcheme to ſatisfy all the public and national debts and deficiencies, by 
eſtabliſhing the South-Sea Company ;” he was created Earl of Oxford, 
madeLord High Treaſurer, and the year after that aKnight of the Garter. 

In 1714, he reſigned his Treaſurerſhip, and the year following was 
impeached by the Houſe of Commons of High Treaſon, and committed 
to the Tower, where he remained two years, before he was brought to 
trial, when“ he was unanimouſly acquitted by his Peers.” He died 1724. 

Mackey, ſpeaking of him when he was Speaker, ſays, no man un- 
derſtands more the management of that Chair to the advantage of his 
Party, nor knows better all the tricks of the Houſe. He 1s ſkilled 
in moſt things, and very eloquent, was bred a Preſbyterian, yet joins 
with the Church party in every thing: and they do nothing without 
him.“ 

HENRY ST, Joux, Viſcount Bolingbroke, 


The aſſociate of the laſt, was fon of Henry, Viſcount Sr. Jobn, by 
his firſt wife Mary, ſecond daughter of Robert Rich, Earl of Warwick. 
He was born at Batterſea, in Surrey, 1672, and educated at Oxford. 

In 1700, he firſt made his appearance in Parliament, where he ſoon 
became à diſtinguiſhed Member. 

In 1704, he was made Secretary at War; in 1710, Secretary of 
State, © when he ſuſtained almoſt the whole weight of the difficulties 
in negotiating the peace of Utrecht.” In 1712, he was created Viſ- 
count Bolingbroke, and ſoon after this ſame year, ſent to Paris to 
complete the negociations of the Peace; where Louis XIV. paid him 
the moſt diſtinguiſhed honours. S-. Lambert ſays, * he was received 
by him, as @ man come to ſave France.” 

On the Acceſſion of George I. the Seals were taken from him; and 
he withdrew to France, where © he accepted the Seals of the Che- 
valier,” and was attainted of high treaſon. 

In 1723, he obtained his pardon, and returned to England, where, 
not being able to obtain his ſeat in Parliament again, he oppoſed the 
* miniſter, by publiſhing many bold pieces.” In 1735, he retired, 


determined never more to engage in public affairs, when he ſettled at 
Fountainbleau. 
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In 1742, upon the death of his father, he came and ſettled at Bat- 
terſea, where he paſſed the remainder of his days. He died 1751, 
Upon his monument it is ſaid, His attachment to Queen Anne. ex- 
poop _ to a long and ſevere perſecution; he bore it with firmneſs 
of mind.” i 

Lord Orford, ſpeaking of him as a writer, ſays, © with the moſt 
agreeable talents in the world, and with great parts, he was neither 
happy nor ſucceſsful.” His Tracts, publiſhed after his death, were 
preſented. by the Grand Jury at Weſtminſter, as tending to the ſub- 
verſion of Religion, Government, and Morality.” 


Joun CAMPBELL, Duke of Argyle and Greenwich, 


Grandſon of Archibald, Earl of Argyle, beheaded in the reign of 
James II. and ſon of Archibald, firſt Duke of Argyle, by Elizabeth, 
daughter of Sir Lionel Talmaſh, was born in 1678. Having taken to a 
military life, King William, although he was not ſeventeen years old, 
gave him the command of a regiment of foot. 

In 1703, he ſucceeded his father, was ſworn of the Privy Council, 
made Captain of the Scotch Horſe-Guards ; and, the following year, 
a Knight of the Thiſtle. In 1705, he was Lord High Commiſſioner, 
and made an Engliſh Peer. In 1706, he made a campaign under the 
Duke of Marlborough, being Brigadier-General at the battle of Ra- 
millies. In 1703, he commanded twenty battalions at the battle of 
Oudenarde, and was afterwards raiſed to a Lieutenant-General. 

In 1710, he was made a Knight of the Garter, and ſent Ambaſſadoy 


Extraordinary to Charles III. of Spain, and Commander in Chief of 


her Majeſty's forces in thoſe parts. In May, 1711, he writes from 
Genoa to the Queen (original letter in the poſſeſſion of J. Thane) thus: 
I am ſorry I ſhould be obliged to give your Majeſly the trouble of a letter 
from hence, at a time when you have ſo much reaſon to believe me in Spain.— 
found neither money nor credit to ſubſiſt your army, which is ſtarving for 
want of pay, being four months behind of this, not to mention what is due to 
them on account of former years —ſurprizing to me, having received poſitive 
aſſurances from your Miniſters of a ſupply.— Judge how fatal the conſequence 
muſt be of an army's being without pay, ſhut up in an enemy's country I am 
ſcarcely able to ſtruggle with other innumerable difficultys that attend the 
truſt ;—but lo make an army ſerve without pay is what I am ſure I cannot do: 
be pleaſed to appoint ſomebody to ſuppiy my place, &c. 

In 1712, he was made Commander in Chief in Scotland, but did 
not continue upon good terms with Miniſtry, openly oppoſing them in 
Parliament; ſo that at the laſt he was deprived of all his employ- 


ments. 
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Upon the death of Queen Anne, he was one of the Lord Juſtices 
of England, until the arrival of George I. when he was re-eſtabliſhed 
in his employments, and in 1719, made Duke of Greenwich. His 
later exploits are well known. He died 1743, and was interred in 
Weſtminſter Abbey. 

Mackey ſpeaking of the Duke (in the beginning of Queen Anne), 
ſays, he was © always able to bring eight thouſand armed men into 
the field ; and had the power of trying and executing within his own 
territories.” 


James DouvucLAss, Duke of Queenſbury, 


The ſon of William, the firſt Duke, by Jabel, daughter of William, 
Marquis of Douglaſs, was born 1662, and educated at Glaſgow. 

In 1684, having returned from his travels, he was made of the 
Privy Council of Scutland, and a Lieutenant-Colonel of Horſe; but 
in 1688, quitted theſe preferments, and joined the Prince of Orange; 
who, when he became King, made him of his Privy Council, Bed 
Chamber, and a Colonel of the Scotch Horſe Guards. In 1692, he 
was made a Lord of the Treaſury in Scotland, and the year following 
Lord High Treaſurer there. | 

In 1695, he ſucceeded his father, when he quitted his military em- 
ploy; and was made Lord Privy Seal, and one of the Lords of the 
Seſſion. In 1700, he was Lord High Commiſſioner; and the year 
after that elected a Knight of the Garter. 

On the Acceſſion of Queen Anne, he was Secretary of State in 
Scotland, and Lord High Commiſſioner; but afterwards, © being ac- 
cuſed of endeavouring to create a miſunderſtanding betwixt the 
Queen and her ſubjects, by a ſham plot,” was diſcharged from his 
employments. The year following he was again made Lord Privy Seal; 
and the year after that, Lord High Commiſſioner for the completion 
of the Union; which was effected in January, 1707. Upon the 
Duke's return to London, he had a penſion of 3oooy. per ann. ſettled 
upon him; and the next year was created Duke- of Dover, and made 
Secretary of State for the department of North Britain. 

« He was in ſuch credit with the Lord Treaſurer and the Queen, 
that all the poſts in Scotland were given to perſons recommended by 
him.” He died 1711. 


Sir GEORGE MACKENZIE, Viſcount Tarbut, 


Was ſon of Sir John Mackenzte, Bart. (by Margaret, daughter and co- 
heir of Sir George Erſkine), and ſucceeded him in 1654. 
In 1661, Charles II. (in conſideration of his ſervices while an exile), 


made him one of the Judges of Scotland, of his Privy Council * 
an 
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and in 1678 Juſtice General; and three years after that Lord Clerk 
Regiſter.— He was a great oppoſer of the Duke of Lauderdale. 

In 1684, James II. created him Viſcount Tarbut, and renewed his 
putent of Regiſter, which he held till the Revolution. 

In 1692, William and Mary reſtored bim to the Regiſter's office; and, 
in 1702, Queen Anne made him Secretary of State in Scotland, and in 
the year following Earl of Cromarty. Afterwards his place of Se- 
cretary was exchanged (on account of his age) for that of Juſtice 
General; which in 1710 he reſigned, and died in 1714, aged 84. 

He was © eminent for his learning, and for his abilities as a ſtateſ- 
man and a general, of which laſt profeſſion he was reckoned, at his 
death, one of the oldeſt in Europe.” SPAS 

He had “ a great deal of wit, and was the pleaſanteſt companion in 
the world; a great maſter of philoſophy, and much eſteemed by the 


Royal Society of London.” 


Sir ISAAC NEWTON, 


This illuſtrious philoſopher and mathematician (as modeſt as he was 
great) was born in 1642, at Woolſthorpe in Lincolnſhire, and educated 
at Grantham free grammar-ſchool, and at Cambridge. When a boy he 
had “ ſtrange inventions, and an extraordinary inclination for the mecha- 
nics, always buſy ing himſelf in making knicknacks and models in wood;” 
and when at the Univerſity, he chiefly applied himſelf to mathematical 
ſtudies; in which his uncommon force of genius ſoon enabled him to 
make ſo wonderful a progreſs, that he laid the foundation of his two 
moſt famous works, the Principia, and the Optics, by the time he was 
twenty-four years old. 

In 1664, he became a Bachelor of Arts; in 1667, a Fellow of his col- 
lege, and Maſter of Arts; and, in 1669, ſucceeded Dr. Barrow in the 
mathematical chair at Cambridge. 

In 1671, he was choſen a fellow of the Royal Society, in 1688 a 
member of the convention Parliament, in 1696 made Warden of the 
Mint, and three years after, Maſter ; a place of about 1 500“. per ann. 
which he held to his death. In 1699, he was choſen a member of the 
Royal Academy of Sciences at Paris; in 1701, a ſecond time member 
in Parliament for his Univerſity; and, in 1703, made Preſident of the 
Royal Society, ſitting in their chair twenty-five years. 

In 1705, he was knighted by Queen Arne; and in the reign of George l. 
the Princeſs Caroline (afterwards Queen) delighted ſo much in his con- 
verſation, that ſhe uſed to ſay, © ſhe thought herſelf happy in coming 
into the world at a juncture of time, which put it in her power to 
converſe with Sir 1/ſaac Newton,” 

His 
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His works, which got him the appellation of A/mef Divine, when 
they became thoroughly known, © reſounded his fame from all parts of 
Europe; yet he retained his uſual modeſty, “ never being known to 
be poſitive or overbearing, even in thoſe matters, which were demon- 
ſtrated in his own mind.” He died 1726, and was interred with great 
ſolemnity in Weſtminſter Abbey. 


Sir CHRISTOPHER WREN, 


Celebrated both as an architect and mathematician, was ſon of 
Chriſtopher Wren, Dean of Windſor, and born at Eaſt Knoyle, in Wilt- 
ſhire (where his father was rector) 1632, and educated at Weſtminſter 
ſchool and at Oxford. | 

His uncommon abilities, even in his youth, excited the attention and 
admiration of the learned in general. In 1650, he was Bachelor of 
Arts, in 1653 Maſter, and, in the mean time, became one of the firſt 
members of the Philoſophical Society at Oxford. In 1657, he was 
made Profeſſor of Aſtronomy to Greſham College; in 1661, Savilian 
Profeſſor at Oxford, and created a Doctor of Civil Law; and this 
ſame year he was ſent for by Charles II. (he having heard of his great 
{kill in architecture), to aſſiſt his Surveyor General. In 1663, he was 
choſen a member of the Royal Society, „which he greatly promoted 
by his many curious and uſeful diſcoveries in aſtronomy, natural phi- 
loſophy, and other ſciences.” In 1668, upon the death of Sir John 


Denham, he ſucceeded him as Surveyor General of his Majeſty's Works; 


in 1674 was knighted, and in 1680 he was choſen Preſident of the 
Royal Society.—He was twice a member in Parliament. 

His works, as a writer and architect, are well known; he died © as 
he had lived, with great calmneſs and ſerenity” 1723, in the ninety-firſt 
year of his age, and was interred in St. Paul's cathedral (his moſt 
magnificent building) with great ſolemnity. 

It is ſaid by Mr. Hook, that fince the time of Archimedes there 
ſcarce ever has met in one man ſo great a perfection, ſuch a mechani- 
cal head, and ſo philoſophical a mind.” 


 JosEPH AppisoN, Eq. 


This admired writer was ſon of Lancelot, Dean of Litchfield, by 
Jane, daughter of Nathaniel Guifton, Eſq. He was born at Milſton, in 
Wiltſhire (where his father was rector), 1672, and educated at Oxford, 
where he © addicted himſelf to claflical learning. His Latin poetry in 
the courſe of a few years was exceedingly admired by both the Uni- 
verſities, and juſtly gained him the reputation of a great poet.“ 1

He was patronized by Lord Somers (to whom he had addreſſed a 
Poem to King William, on one of his Campaigns), who progurey him a 
penſion of 300. per ann. when in 1699 he went upon his travels, and 
upon his return publiſhed an account of them. 8 

In 1504, the Lord Treaſurer Godolphin (for his poetical talents) 
made him a Commiſſioner of Appeals. Afterwards he became Under 
Secretary to two different Miniſters of State, and in 1709 Secretary to 
the Marquis of Wharton, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, with the 


place of Keeper of the Records. 


Upon the death of Queen Anne, he was made Secretary to the Lord 
Juſtices of England ; afterwards again Secretary in Ireland under the 
Lieutenancy of the Earl of Sunderland; and upon his return was 
made one of the Lords of Trade. 

1717, George I. appointed him one of the Principal Secretaries of 
State, which he afterwards was obliged to reſign on account of his 
health; and died, © as he lived, eſteemed and revered by the great,” 
1719. | | 
RALTH THoREsSBY, E.. 


This eminent antiquary was born, 1648, at Leeds, in Vorkſhire, 
where his anceſtors for ſeveral generations were ſettled as merchants. 
In 1678, he went to Rotterdam to be perfected in mercantile ac- 
compliſhments; and while in Holland, his curioſity led him to ſee all 
the principal towns there. Upon his return thence he applied him- 
ſelf to buſineſs; and on his father's death entered into the linen trade, 
the woollen trade having fallen into decay; when he bought his free- 
dom, in the Society of Merchants Adventurers trading to Hamburgh. 
« Though merchandize was his profeſſion, yet learning and anti- 


quities were his great delight; and they took ſo firm a poſſeſſion of his 
heart, that contenting himſelf with a moderate patrimony, he made 


thoſe reſearches the great employment of his life.“ He held a correſ- 
pondence with all the eminent virtuoſoes of his time, wlio eſteemed 
him much. He died 1

He not only wrote of Antiquities and Curioſities, but formed a fine 


collection of them, particularly of Autographs ; and this work cannot 
better finiſh than with his Portrait and Autograph, many of the Origi- 
nals, from whence the Fac-Similies were taken, being formerly his.

to the Earl of Strafford (written by Lady Margaret Wentworth, the 
Earl's daughter), the original of which is at Wentworth Woodhouſe, 
in Yorkſhire, and is as follows, making a Supplement to the 2d. Vol. 
(page 22), of this Work, where the Earl, in his letter to his Counteſs, 
ſeems nearly to anticipate its contents.
